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MEETING OF THE BOARD OF CAN- 
VASSERS AT ALBANY. 
RETURNS FROM THREE COUNTIES DELAYED 
—A CLERICAL ERROR IN RICHMOND— 

NO PROTESTS TO BE MADE. 

ALBANY, Nov. 19.—The vote of the State 
of New-York was not declared to-day. The 
State Board of Canvassers, consisting of Secre- 
tary of State Carr, Attorney-General O’Brien, 
Controller Chapin, State Engineer Sweet, and 
State Treasurer Maxwell, met at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon, all the members being present, and 
elected Gen. Carr, Chairman. Deputy Secretary 
of State Anson S. Wood stated that the returns 
of New-York, Kings, and St. Lawrence Counties 
had failed to arrive. A telegram was received 
from the County Clerk of St. Lawrence, stating 
that the returns of that county were mailed to- 
day, and also one from the New-York County 
Clerk, stating that the returns from that county 
would be here to-morrow. Slight irregularities 
in making out the returns and the certified cor- 
rections made were explained by Col. Wood 
Those from Albany County were returned to 
ube Clerk to rectify a clerical error. 

“The Richmond County return only came this 
morning,” said Col. Wood, “‘and, owing to the 
lateness of the time, couid not be returned for 
correction.” He was directed to telegraph the 
County Clerk of Richmond County to rectify 
the original footings. In most cases two sets of 
returns have been forwarded, one by mail and 
one by messenger. In the returns from Rich- 
mond County one of them gives the Cleveland 
Electors 950 votes more than the other, and the 
names of two Butler Electors are left off alto- 
gether. The returns in general show but little 
variation on the vote for individual Electors, 
the difference in no county exceeding six. in 
most cases the difference is only one or two. 

It is understood that the Republicans do not 
propose to muke any protest. Andrew &. 
Draper, Chairman of the Kepublican Executive 
Committee, was present to watch the proceed- 
ings, but has ro claim to offer. Ex-Senator 
Poscoe Conkling arrived in the city on the noon 
train from New-York.’ He held a conference of 
¢n hour with William C. Whitney and Francis 
Lynde Stetson regarding the position of the 
Democrats before the board, and, finding that no 
opposition to the canvass would be offered by 
the Republicans, went to Utica this afternoon. 
He did not call on Goy. Cleveland. 

Coil. M. C. Murphy, Assemblyman James Oli- 
ver, and J. F. Lully, clerk of the Democratic 
State Committee, represented the Democrats at 
the meeting of the State Canvassers. The board 
is empowered by law to adjourn from day to 
cay for not more thban five daysin ail. If the 
returns are not all filed or cannot be collected 
by the special messenger of tke Secretary of 
State within that period the board is required to 
make and declare the canvass without the miss- 
ing returns. An adjournment was taken until 4 
o'clock to-morrow afternoon, when it is ex- 
pected ali the returns will be here.

BLAINE’S INFLAMMATORY SPEECH. 
CONDEMNED BY EVERYBODY —A REPUB- 
LICAN WHO SAYS IT IS ALL BOSH. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Mr. Blaine’s in- 
rammatory speech at Augusta finds no ap- 
provers here, where it has been the subject of a 
great deal of talk to-day. Everybody critizes it 
as intemperate and mischievous. Even the col- 
ored people see that it is mean in spirit and full 
of misrepresentations. Mr. Henry C. C. Ast- 
wood, Consul of the United States at San 
Domingo, a Louisiana Republican, and said 
to be one of Kellogg’s workers, ridicules 
Blaine’s speech, and says he expects to see the 
Southern Democrats divided by Cleveland’s elec- 
tion into “Bourbons,” or old style, and “siJk 
stockings,” or progressive men, “The ring 
men,” he says, “‘expect to be recognized by 
Cieveland, but judging from Mr. Cleveland’s 
action as Governor of New-York I should say 
they will be disappointed. The silk stockings 
will come to the front and the best element in 
the South will reign.” He said he had read 
Blaine’s speech, and criticised it this way: ** Yes, 
that’s all bosh! Why didn’t he think of 
all that when he voted against the Force 
bill? If he had probably he would 
not have been defeated. No; the statement 
that the colored people in the South were not al- 
lowed to vote isnot true. There is some intimi- 
dation in the country districts in the South, but 
very little in the cities. Certainly, Mr. Blaine 
has no cause to complain. Inthe Third Louisi- 
ana District he got 5,000 majority, while Kellogg 
was defeated. The colored people vote as they 
please. Look at Bisbee’s district in Florida, for 
instance. Bisbee was defeated by Republican 
votes. We form fusions in the South and 
make trades. The colored people are not 
generally coerced. In some of the country 
districts where the white people are as ignorant 
as the colored—you have no idea how ignorant 
they are in some places—there are conflicts, but 
they grow out of the ignorance on both sides. 
No, Sir; the South was not made solid by the 
Democrats thistime. Blaine lost every South- 
ern State because the colored people are stal- 
warts and supporters of Conkling, Grant, and 
Arthur. If Cieveland, as President, acts as he 
aid while Governor he will have the support in 
1888 of most of the Northern States, but the 
Southern Democracy wili be against him.”

SENATOR ANTHONY’S SUCCESSOR. 

Provipence, R. IL, Nov. 19. — Gov. 
Bourn to-day appointed the Hon. William P. 
Sheffield, of Newport, to the United States Sen- 
ate, to succeed the late Senator Anthony until 
the assembling of the Legislature inthe Jan- 
uary session, when a Senator will be elected. 
Mr. Sheffield graduated from the Harvard Law 
School, and was admitted to the Rhode Island 
Bar. He represented New-Shoreham in the Gen- 
eral Assembly in 1843-4, Liverton in 1849, 1851, 
and 1852, and Newport from 1857 to 1861. In 1861 he 
was elected a Representative to the Thirty-sev- 
enth Congress as a Kepublican, and served until 
1863. He was then re-elected to the General As- 
sembly from Newport, which position he has 
filled ever since, with the exception of two 
years. He was a member of the committee 
which revised the State laws in 1879, and has 
probably had more to do with shaping the stat- 
utes as they stand than any other person, and 
has been regarded fora long time as one of the 
best interpreters of Rhode Island law.

TRAGIC END TO A DEBAUCH 


TWO FRENCH BROTHERS &E- 
SOLVED TO DIE TOGETHER. 
TOSSING A PENNY TO DETERMINE WHO 
SHALL FIRE THE SHOTS—ONE OF THEM 

DEAD AND THE OTHER DYING. 

On a Western train which reached New- 
York last Sunday afternoon were two brothers, 
Louis and Edward Guild, Frenchmen, who for 
the last four years had made their home in Cau- 
ton, Ohio, from which place they had just ceme. 
They were on their way to their native city, 
Paris, and were pretty wellsupplied with money, 
having about $200 in greenbacks and an order on 
a Parisian banking house for 2,000f. The broth- 
ers knew little or nothing about this city, and, 
as they had been directed by some fellow-coun- 
trymen in Ohio to gotoa boarding hause at No. 
33 Greenwich-street, they went immediately 

They had already made up their minds 


there. f 
that they would sail to-day for France. Being 


of a very convivial and joyous nature, they visit- 
ed more than one convenient, hostelry on the 
way to their proposed lodging house, so that by 
the time they reached that unpretentious place 
they had become very mellow. It was about 6 
o’clock when they finally reached their boarding 
house. 

Not being particularly fastidious, the Guild 
brothers were assigned by Landlord Gasser toa 
room on the third floor overlooking a rather dis- 
mal yard, the windows to which were flanked 
by a substantial fire escape. The room, which 
was a large one, contained four beds, but was 
otherwise unoccupied. After lighting up the 
apartment the attendant who showed them up 
withdrew, leaving the brothers engaged in a 
fraternally affectionate conversation. Jn about 
an hour afterward Edward, who was about 32 
years old, his brother being his junior by two 
years, went down stairs to consult the landlord. 
As the Frenchman spoke English but poorly, and 
as the landlord, who is German, had not acquired 
a very great command of either English or 
French, the conversation was rather a limited 
one, but the newcomer at last made the German 
understand who he was, where he came from, 
where he was going, and gave him a little of 
his history. Edward wound up his story by 
requesting Gasser to take charge of a roll 
of bills amounting to $155, which he tendered 
him. This Gasser did, and gave his boarder a re- 
ceipt for the money. Edward then went up 
stairs again to rejoin his brother, but after an 
interval of about half an hour came back and 
asked for the money he had deposited. It was 
given him, and he said that,as he had such a 
short time to remain in the city, he proposed 
making the best use of it, and was going out that 
night to *‘see the signts.’’ His brother Louis re- 
muiued in his room and Edward went out. Louis 
waited patiently for his brother’s return until 
late that night, and as Edward did not come 
back he became uneasy. He walked about in 
his room and in the barroom until an early hour 
on Monday morning. and then, baving become 
thoroughly frightened, went to report his broth- 
er’s absence to the police. 

He was directed to the Twenty-seventh Pre- 
cinct Station House, in New-Church-street, but 
obtained no satisfaction there. He returned to 
the boarding house. but again, on Monday 
morning at about 8:30 o'clock, made another 
visit to the station house. Meeting with no 
better success he walked sadly back to his lodg- 
ings,and on going to his room was overjoyed 
at finding the Jost Edward sitting calmly ona 
bed, patiently awaiting the searcher’s return. 
Embraces and French ejaculations of endear- 
ment were profusely indu!ged in, and then Ed- 
ward made his explanation. Both he and his 
brother were still considerably under the in- 
fluence of liquor, and Edward mournfully 
related how he had gone out the night be- 
fore and either spent most of their ready money 
or it had been stolen from him. He was not 
atall sure howthe money was got rid of, but 
the mournful fact remained that most of it 
had disappeared. A few dollars, however, were 
lett, and, confident of being able to raise money 
on their two-thousand-trane order, the two 
young men determined to drink, eat, and 
be merry with what ready money was left 
them. Wine tlowed freely, and in a short time 
they had evidentiy forgotten about the money 
that went outin Edward's pocket the night be- 
fore. Their debauch was kept up all that day 
and most of the night, but on Tuesday morning 
they awoke tothe fact that something like $5 
constituted all the cash they had, andthey pru- 
dently made haste to try to dispose of their pre- 
cious order. Butin this attempt they met with 
nothing but disappointment. The French Con- 
sul, to whom they applied, could do nothing for 
them, and a cable message sent to the house on 
which the order was drawn met with no re- 
sponse. Asa last resort, they offered to sell the 
order, Which was equivalent to $400, to their 
landlord for $100, but he refused to. have any- 
pected to do with it or to advance them a single 

Ollar. 

Then these two Frenchmen determined to act 
like philosophers. They had no friends here to 
whom they could apply for money, they had no 
means to either leave the city or do anything in 
it. and so they determined to have a good time 
with their remaining few dollars and then die. 
During Tuesday they indulged freely in drinking, 
and toward evening Louis went down to the bar- 
room to talk with some of his fellow-boarders. 
His stock ot English seemed to have been in- 
creased, and he talked away witha will. He be- 
came boastful, and said that he was a great poli- 
tician. He showed his naturalization papers, 
swore that he had been in America but four 
years, but that in that time he had become 
a citizen, and on election day had voted 
in Canton, Ohio, for Blaine, and had re- 
ceived $20 for his vote. He seemed to gloat 
over this latter assertion, and treated the at- 
tending crowd. Then he told how he and his 
brother {,were completely stranded, but finally 
said confidentially to Ferdinand Froelich, the 
bartender, “1 don’t care. Edward don't care. 
When our money is gone we have this,” drawing 
a Britisn ‘“‘ bulldog’? revolver from his hip 
pocket, “and these,” showing two large loaded 
cartridges. ‘“*When our money is all gone, 
why,” with an expressive shrug, ‘ here is one 
bullet for Edward and one bullet for me.” He 
said this in the gayest possible manner, and 
seemed to regard their proposed speedy demise in 
the light of a huge joke. After spending possibly 
an hour or more with his barroom triends Louis 
retired to his room. 

On Tuesday night the brothers acted in the 
most boisterousmanner. They drank wine, sang 
songs, and made themselves exceedingly merry. 
But in doing so they made so much noise and 
disturbed the other boarders so much that yester- 
day morning Landlord Gasser felt constrained 
to tell them that their presence in his house was 
no longer desired, nor would he tolerate their re- 
maining. Both were then comparatively sober. 
The landlord's words probably brought them to 
a full realization of their condition, and they re- 
tired to their room to consult as to the best plan 
for them to pursue. They remained closeted 
with locked door for fully three hours and then 
both went down to dinner. They were then per- 
fectly sobered, and wereapparently in very good 
—— They talkeda good deal, but most of 
their conversation was between themselves and 
in French, so that the listeners did not know of 
what they were talking. They frequently made 
remarks which called forth hearty bursts of 
laughter from both, and when they arose from 
the table to leave they waiked out arm in arm 
and went immediately to their room, where they 
locked themselves in. What they did after they 
locked themselves up can only in part be guessed 


at. 

At about 3:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
Hubert Geisbart,a plumber, was doing some 
work onthe third floor, near the Frenchmen’s 
room,and he heard them laughing. Then he 
heard one or two quick. commanding words 
spoken inaloud tone, and immediately after- 
ward was frightened out of his wits by hearing 
two loud pistol reports, one immediately after 
the other. No ery followed, but the plumber 
went down the stairs five steps ata time to the 
barroom, in which is the office. Clerk Scheiat 
was attending to the ofticial duties of the estub- 
lishment, and to him the frightened plumber re- 
lated what he had heard. The two men then 
hurried up to the brothers’ room. All was stiil 
as death. The men tried the door but it was 
securely fastened. They then ran down stairs, 
and going out into the yard climbed up the fire- 
escape. Scheidt, who went first, quickly reached 
the landing next the window of the room 
in which were the French boarders and 
looked in. The sight that met his eyes 
almost froze the blood in_ his veins, 
and it was only with an effort that he retained 
his hold upon the iron railing. Stretched upon 
the bed nearest the window, witha stream of 
blood tlowing from a wound in the head, and a 
smoking revolver still clutched in his hand, lay 
the inanimate body of Louis Gueld. The horri- 
fied looker-on peered further into the room and 
saw Edward Gueld staggering aimlessly about, 
also with blood streaming from his head, holding 
his bloodstained bands to his face. The dazed 
clerk just waited long enough to take in the 
scene, and then beat a precipitate retreat. The 
whole house was immediately alarmed. Several 
men ran to the police station, and in a short time 
Capt. Berghold, of the Twenty-seventh Precinct, 
and a numter of his officers arrived upon the 
scene, quickly followed by an ambulance from 
the Chambers-Street Hospital. The Captain 
with his men went at once to the room where 
the tragedy occurred and broke in the door. If 
the sight which Clerk Scheidt had seen was hor- 
rible, the one that now presented itself was 
ghastly. Edward, the wounded man, had fallen 
across the bed next that on which his vrother’s 
bleeding form lay, and was guspine for breath. 


* Blood was stili pouring from the wound in his 





head just back of the right ear flowing upon 
and staining everything near him. Little pools 
of blood had formed in the creases of the bed 
covering and on the floor, and everything was red, 
«Capt. Berghold went immediately to where 
Louis was lying half in and half out of bed. He 
was fully dressed with the exception of his coat, 
which hung on achair. The pistol ball Sad en- 
tered his right temple, and just as the Captain 
reached him he gave one or two gasps, started 
convulsively, and died. He had not uttered 
aword. Attention was then paid to the other 
brother. He wus still conscious, but evidently 
had received a mortal wound and was fast sink- 
ing, All he could cry was, ‘tHe did it; he shot 
us both.” Nothing more could be drawn 
from him, and he was taken down stairsona 
stretcher, put in the ambulance, and sent to the 
hospital. Nothing of any consequence was 
found on his person. The other man, being 
dead, was left where he fell to await the Coro- 
ner, and Capt. Berzhold took all he could find 
in the room to the station house. 

No baggage of any kind had been brought by 
the brothers. On Louis’s person were founda 
silver open-face watch of ancient date, a seal 
ring, and $2 82in money. A leather pocketbook 
taken from his pocket contained several papers. 
One of them was his naturalization paper taken 
out in Canton, Ohio, on Nov. 1. Another was a 
letter, not inclosed in an envelope, written by 
Virgil G. Gilmore, of the banking firm of Gil- 

& Co., Cincinnati, to a Mr. L. Hoffer, which 

“TI write you «and inclose a draft for 
$252 15, payable to Mr. Edwerd Guild, and a 
draft for $118,66, payable to Mr. Louis Guild. 
There is a balance due them in January of 
2,026f. deposited with our Paris correspond- 
ent.” The letter bore no date. Several 
slips of paper bore what resembled a sort 
of inventory of the amounts due _ the 
brothers at various times, fram an inheritance 
of some kind. The figures added up reached a 
total of 5,000f. Andthisis al! that is known of 
these unfortunate men. It is confidently assert- 
ed and generally believed that when the brothers 
fully realized their moneyless condition here 
they determined that the best and only thing 
for them to do was to die. They then made up 
their minds that one of them should kill his 
brother and then himself with the murderous 
weapon in the possession of Louis. ‘To decide 
which one should commit the horrible crime 
they probably ‘‘tossed up.”? A bioody penny 
was found onachair, and the loud words that 
the plumber heard after the affable conversa- 
tion between the brothers were probably uttered 
by Louis before he fired. 

What position the men occupied is not known, 
but from their talk their hearers inferred that 
they had been farmers in Ohio. Their hands, 
however, are as soft as those of a woman, and do 
not indicate that they have ever done very much 
manuallabor. The body of the dead man will 
be removed to Coroner Kennedy’s undertaking 
establishment. Coroner Kennedy visited Ed- 
ward at the Chambers-Street Hospitai last night, 
but could obtain no information from him. 
Notwithstanding his wound the unfortunate 
man was conscious and very much excited. The 
doctors at the hospital say thereis very little 
chance of his recovery.

TROUBLES OF BUSINESS MEN.

THE SUSPENSION OF A PRIVATE BANKING 
FIRM IN INDIANA, 

Lockport, N. Y., Nov. 19.—Henry A. 
Hurlbert, A Lockport retail grocer, assigned to- 
day to D. E. Brong, a suit by Oppenheimer & 
Co., of Rochester, for a bill due, being the cause. 
The preferred creditors are Miller, Greiner & 
Co., Buffalo, $321; D. R. Saunders, New-York, 
$40, and other small amounts. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 19.—Another hear- 
ing was held to-day at East Cambridge upon the 
matter of proving the claims on the insolvent 
estate of F. Shaw & Brothers, of Boston. The 
amount of claims which have been presented at 
this and several previous meetings exceeds 
$1,900,000, the amounts varying from $624,000 to 
$3. The larger portions of the claims have been 
allowed as to amount, several having been with- 
drawn and others suspended for possible adju- 
dication without the intervention of the court. 
The insolvent firm has madean assignment for 
the benetit of the creditors. Vhe estate will not 


be settled until several more meetings have 
been held. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 19.—The sus- 
pension of the banking house of Hyatt, Levings 
& Co., of Washington, Daviess County, which 
was announced last night, created much alarm 
throughout that section, as the concern was con- 
sidered to be in first-class condition. It was a 
private house, andalarge portion of the busi- 
ness community of Washington deposited 
with it. Mr. J. C. Billheimer, one of the 
Assignees, states that the liabilities will 
probably reach $122,000, and that the 
assets are $100,000, if the tigures of Mr. Hyatt, 
one of the members of the firm, are correct. 
The individual members of the firm are Elisha 
Hyatt, Hiram Hyatt, and Jared Levings. Others 
are also interested. The firm has good backing, 
inasmuch as Elisha Hyatt is estimated to be 
worth over $500,000, although his wealth is all in 
real estate and cannot immediately be realized 
upon. The bank was organized in 1868, and met 
with several reverses in 1873 during the panic, 
and also in 1875, when the great flood of that 
year devastated that section. The business of 
the senior member or the firm was so large that 
it is feared his failure will bring serious reverses 
upon the community. No specific reason is as- 
signed for the failure. 

CuicaGco, Nov. 19.—The failure of H. H. 
Dennis, a Board of Trade commission mau; was 
announced on ’Change by Secretary Stone yester- 
day. Mr. Dennis has had a rather unfortunate 
experience in the financial world. A member of 
the board! who is well acquainted with him 
said: ** His fatheris a wealthy gentleman, who 
established his son in the banking business at 
Grand Rapids, Mich., some years ago, but the 
young man became tangled up in the Keene 
wheat deal and came out $30,000 loser, breaking 
up his banking business. He then started 
in here with a party named Brown, 
who stuck him for $15,000, and as a wind-up he 
lost $5,000 more as a ‘ tailer’ in the McGeoch lard 
deal. His commission business has been pretty 
fair, but he recently got long 300,000 bushels of 
wheat, about 100,000 of corn, and 30,000 bushels 
of oats, and on the down turn of the market is 
out $12,000, which he still owes. His liabilities 
inside and outside the board will aggregate 
$50,000, and I don’t believe he has $100 assets.”’ 


St ALBANS, Vt., Nov. 19.—The committee 
of five appointed by the trust company deposit- 
ors, When the company failed last year, to watch 
their interest and secure as large a dividend as 
possible, state that Receiver Rich will probably 
declare another dividend of 10 per cent. within 
two or three months, and hint’ that at least 20 
per cent. more may be expected, making a total 
of 50 per cent. which the defunct institution 
may puy. The present available assets are given 
ata little less than $50,000. A large amount of 
notes and other assets remain uncollected, and 
the committee fear that a great deal of this is 
utterly worthless. The Norwood Lumber Com- 
pany property, in New-York State, is considered 
the best asset the trust company has, and the 
hopes for the 20 per cent. dividend named above 
are based on the possible advantageous returns 
from this property, which is now being managed 
in the interest of depositors. Depositors gen- 
erally do not expect more than 50 per cent. from 


the wreck. 

Concorp, N. H., Nov. 19.—Gilbert P. 
Kilburn, meat and provision dealer. has made 
an assignment. His liabilities, which are quite 
heavy, Will probably be covered by his assets. 


MR. MOODY IN BUFFALO. 

Burrawo, N. Y., Nov. 19.—A Christian 
convention, conducted by Dwight L. Moody, 
opened in this city this morning. The meeting 
was held in the large Central Presbyterian 
Church, and though admission was onlv by 
ticket the church was crowded to overflowing. 
On the pJatform with Mr. Moody were many of 
the Pastors of the city, including the Rev. Dr. 
Ball. Two or three hymns were sung, and Mr. 
Moody spoke in favor of revivals. His remarks 
aroused great interest, and at the close he gave 
an opportunity for asking questions, which he 
answered. This evening hundreds of people 
who sought admission to the church were turned 
away. The meetings will continue some days, 
and seem certain to result in a great number of 
converts.

EVENTS BEYOND THE SEA 


THE SECOND SESSION OF THE 


CONGO CONFERENCE. 

A PROGRAMME OF PROPOSALS SUBMITTED 
BY GERMANY AND REFERRED TO A 
COMMITTEE—PORTUGAL’S CLAIMS. 

BERLIN, Nov. 19.—The session of the 
Congo Conference to-day was presided over by 
Count von Hatzfeldt, the German Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. A programme of proposals was 
presented on behalf of the German Government, 
for which the sanction of the conference was 
asked. The programme was referred to a com- 
mittee composed of the delegates of Germany, 
France, England, America, Spain, Belgium, and 
Portugal. Baron de Courcel, the French Am- 
bassador, will preside over the deliberations of 
the committee, which will decide the questions 
of the frontiers claimed by the various States. 
The meetings of the committee will be attended 
by assistants and experts,and a week will be 
consumed in the discussion of the matters to be 
brought before it. 

Gen. Sandford has been appointed an addition- 
al delegate to the Congo Conference for the 
United States, and attended to-day’s sitting. 

Count von Hatzfeldt, the German Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, gave a dinner to the delegates 
to-day. 

Count Herbert Bismarck paid a visit yesterday 
to Mr. Henry M. Stanley. 

Germany has officially recognized the African 


Association and the other powers will soon fol- 
low Germany’s example. 


Lonpon, Nov. 19.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the 7imes says that Portugal, whiie 
maintaining her territorial rights at the mouth 
of the Congo River, has privately informed the 
members of the conference that she accepts 
the principle of free trade on the whole river. 


Parts, Nov. 20.—A telegram from Berlin 
states that an agreement has been about con- 
cluded between England and Germany, whereby 
the Congo Conference will establish rules relative 
to the trade on the Niger River, intrusting to En- 
gland the execution of the agreement. The idea 
of the formation of an international commis- 
sion is, therefore, abandoned. 

Lonpon, Nov. 20.—The Siandard’s Berlin 
dispatch states that at the meeting of the con- 
ference yesterday the delegates from Portugal 
read a memorandum insisting upon Portugal’s 
right to the Congo, when the Hon. John A. 
Kasson, the American delegate, 
pointing out somewhat sarcastically that 
Mr. Henry M. Stanley, in all his long 
journeys on the Lower Congo had been unable 
to discover any signs of such Portuguese do- 
minion or civilizing influences as were now 
claimed. He had, in fact, said Mr. Kasson, 
found everything and everybody but Portu- 
guese. The committee on the programme was 
then appointed.

THE RIVAL ENGLISH PARTIES. 

Lonpbon, Nov. 19.—Mr. Gladstone has 
written a letter in which he says that the Goy- 
ernment will require an adequate assurance that 
the Franchise bill will be passed by the House of 
Lords before the Redistribution bill shalt be 
presented. This, however, does not preclude a 
friendly communication between the leaders of 
the two parties before such assurance is given. 


The Conservative leaders have asked the Goy- 
ernment that such a communication regarding 
the nature of the proposed Redistribution bill 
shall be made to them. 

Lord Salisbury, the Conservative leader, in re- 
plying to an address presented to him by a 
deputation, said he believed that the crisis was 
passing away. The House of Lords had no 
great desire to appeal to the vo genet & The Gov- 
ernment, he said, had conceded to them as much 
as could be expected as a prerequisite to the 
passage of the Franchise bill. 

The House of Commons to-day, by a vote of 
40 to 82, rejected the Irish Compensation for Im- 
provements bill, which sought to extend its 
provisions of the Land act to country towns 
and villages.

LAND AGITATION IN ENGLAND. 

Lonpon, Nov. 20.—A large meeting of 
the Land Restoration League was held in St. 
James Hall last evening, Michael Davitt, Henry 
George, Miss Helen Taylor, and several mem- 
bers of the House of Commons were present. 
Miss Taylor moved a_ resolution § that 
land inalienably belonged to the _ people. 
She expressed her sympathy with the 
Scotch crotters and urged the abo- 
lition of the House of Lords. Michael 
Davitt seconded Miss Taylor’s resolution. 
Henry George supported the resolution 
and was enthusiastically received by the meet- 
ing. He said that the recent election in America 
was one of the most important in the his- 
torv of the Republic, because it ended an 
era during which the people of Americs 
had been fighting about slavery and questions 
arising therefrom. [Cheers.] It meant, said Mr. 
George, death to both of the great parties and 
the advent of a new and vigorous party yet un- 
named. Inthe future economic and social ques- 
tions in America must come to the front.

Le Paris, in an article referring to the reports 
current of a settlement of the Franco-Chinese 
question, says that France will continue her 
military preparations and will only disarm upon 
receiving suitable guarantees for the future, and 
upon the evacuation ot Tonquin by the Chinese.

Lyons, Nov. 19.--While a body of muni- 
cipal laborers were engaged to-day in filling up 
the moats around the fortifications, about 1,0C0 
ouvriers entered the works and demanded em- 
ployment, accompanying their demand with 
menacing threats toward the laborers already 
engaged. The Commissary of Police addressed 
the ouvriers. urging them to desist, but his efforts 
at appeasing them were unavailing and he was 
compelled to summon the assistance of the gend- 
armes to eject them.

‘‘ MIKE” DE YOUNG SHOT. 


ATTEMPT AT MURDER BY A MAN WHO DIDN’T 
LIKE CRITICISM. 

SAN Francisco, Cal., Nov. 19.—This city 
was thrown into great excitement this evening 
by the attempt of Adolph Spreckels, son of Claus 
Spreckels, the millionaire sugar refiner and 
merchant, to assassinate M. H. De Young, pro- 
prietor of the Chronicle, Atabout 5 o’clock. 
De Young entered the business office of his 
paper, and was in the act of opening the 
small gate separating the counter from the back 
part of the establishment when he heard some 
one call hisname. Turning to respond he was 
confronted with a cocked pistol in the hand of 
Adolph Spreckels, who had evidently followed 
him in from the _ street. At the same 
instant Spreckels fired, the bullet taking 
effect in De Young’s left shoulder. De Young, 


who was entirely unarmed, attempted to re- 
treat, but stumbled, and his assailant quickly 
fired two more shots, one striking his left arm 
near the shoulder, the other burying itself in a 
package of holiday books which the victim held 
in hs hand and had held up asashield. Spreck- 
els was advancing to complete bis murderous 
work when Mr. Emerson, a clerk in the office, 
took a pistol from the drawer of his desk and 
shot Spreckels, inflicting a tiesh wound in the 
arm. At the same instant Mr. Chesley, the 
eashier of the Chronicle, leaped over the railing 
of his desk and grappled with the would-be as- 
sassin, preventing him from again using his 
pistol, which, when taken from him, was found 
at full cock, 

Spreckels was arrested and taken to the sta- 
tion house, where he was locked up to await the 
result of De Youny’s injuries. A surgical ex- 
amination showed that De Young had sustained 
a fracture of the left clavicle and a serious 
flesh wound under the left armpit, from which 
the ball has not bcen extracted. Several 
pieces of shattered bone have been removed, 
and, owing to the nearness of the wound to one 
of the main arteries, De Young’s condition is 
considered critical. 

The cause of the shooting is supposed to be 
irritation on account of the publication in the 
Chronicle on Sunday morning of a report of a 
meeting of the Hawaiian Commercial Company, 
of which young Spreckels’s fatheris President. 
The article told how the stock of the company had 
been broken down from $65 a share to 25 cents, 
and intimated tbat criminal prosecutions might 
foliow a full investigation of the management 
of the Company. The Chronicle has for many 
months denounced the Hawaiian Company asa 
gigantic monopoly, deriving its strength from 
the existence of a reciprocity treaty, which, the 
paper claimed, should be abolishea. 


OVERPRODUCTION OF CARPETS. 


SEE ee 
A CONDITION WHICH NECESSITATES A RE- 
DUCTION OF WAGES. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 19.—The reduction of 
wages of ingrain carpet weavers of from 16 to 20 
per cent. decided upon at a secret meeting of car- 
pet manufacturers held at the Girard House last 
Friday, comes in force to-morrow. Twenty- 
eight establishments and about 5,000 employes 
will be affected. Owing to the long enforced 
idleness on the part of many of the hands, 
principally women, no direct opposition is 
expected trom them. They will accept even $3 or 
$4 a week. It is not thought probable that a 
general strike wil: occur at the beginning of 
Winter. Overproduction is given as the cause 
of the reduction by most of the important man- 
ufacturers, and the suggestion that the election 
of a Democratic President has anything 
to do with the depression is scouted 
by all. James Kitchenman, at Hunting- 
don and Jasper streets, was the only 
manufacturer who did not offer to reduce his 
wages last Summer, and he is the last todo so 
now. His mill isrunning at nearly full blast, 
and he says he has neither joined the manufact- 
urers’ movement nor does he intend to do so. 
John Gay’s Son’s mill, at Howard and Norris 
streets, was shut down to-day, and others are 

threatening to do so. 








INSANE THROUGH WANT. 

Reapove, Penn., Nov. 19.—A very sad 
case of destitution, ending in insanity, came to 
light to-day. A young widow named Huechler 
since the death of her husband has been obliged 
to support herself and several children. She 
rented the rear portion of the building in which 
anumber of law and other offices were situated. 
She received a small stipend for taking care of 
these offices and did whatever sewing she could 
get, but her resources were hardly sufficient to 
maintain her family. This morning it was dis- 
covered that the woman wasaraving miniacand 
that she labored underthe delusion thatif she 
ate or drank anything it would kill her. She 
also believes that she committed some unpardon- 
able sin. Her condition being made known a 
lady in the neighborhood waited upon her, and, 
although quiet now, her mind is filled with delu- 
sions of various sorts. It was discovered that 
there was nothing to eatin the house, and from 
what could be learned there had been but « mea- 
gre supply for a week. Her relatives, who are 
in good circumstances, did not know of her des- 
titution, and it is altogether likely Mrs. Huechler 
was too proud to muke her wants known to them.

THREATENS SUICIDE, 

Marie Arp, a pretty young girl, over 
whose blonde head i+ of the Fatherland Sum- 
mers had passed, left her home in Hamburg four 
years ago, and came to seek her fortune in 
America. Her family were in comfortable cir- 
cumstances. No quarrel or dispute prompted 
her departure. But she came alone to America 
to behold with her own eyes the wonders she had 
heard from the lips of friends.

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NEW GERMAN WARTACTICS 


THOSE NOW DEFINITELY ADOPTED 
FOR THE INFANTRY. 
LESSONS LEARNED FROM LATE WARS— 
POINTS THAT ARE CRITICISED—ARGU- 

MENTS THE GERMANS ADVANCE, 

Paris, Nov. 5.—A Russian commentator 
apon the grand manceuvres of the German 
Army complains of their too great uni- 
formity. ‘‘ When you have seen one you 
will have seen all,”’ he says, “for in all is 
to be noticed the same logical develop- 
ment, the same practical application of a 
conception always identical with itself; 
the movements all follow each cther with 
the same precision, the same regularity, as 
in a course on tactics.”” Now, if Capt. 
Terckhev means to show their peculiarly 
didactic character he is right, but he should 
also have told how every new edition of 
this course on tactics has been much re- 
vised and corrected, and that the original 
work has been gradually and impercepti- 
bly but radically reformed, unlike in this 
French tactics, where everything is 80 codi- 
fied and crystallized that the most insig- 
nificant detail is imposed as a dogma until 
sorhebody imvents some new system to 
take the place of the old one. 

In Germany, as elsewhere, there are spe- 
cial regulations for each arm and general 
regulations for field service and for the 
grand manceuvres, which are chefs @’euvre; 
but their authors have carefully avoided 
the temptation of providing for every pos- 
sible emergency; they have not tried to 
systematize everything. General princi- 
ples are laid down, great lines are traced 
out, but the interpretation of the lessons 
and their practical application are left en- 


tirely to the intelligence of the chiefs. 
The result of this latitude, especially in the 
case of company commanders for the in- 
struction of their men, would be anarch 
in France, but in Germany it has marvel- 
ously contributed to the development of 
a sentiment of individual responsibility 
and of a spirit of progress and inventive- 
ness. In any army less imbued with 
conservatism or less attached to its tradi- 
tions, discipline might suffer. Not so in 
Germany. The intellectual activity of the 
German officers is intense; each one of 
them studies his profession seriously, and 
seeks to keep up with the progress in mil- 
itary science, but he is not, for all that, an 
advocate for changes merely in order to 
change, only introducing changes when 
and where their necessity has been posi- 
tively demonstrated. For example, imme- 
diately after the war of 1870-71,a com- 
plete revolution in the tactics of the in-, 
iantry was imposed by the introduction 
of breechloaders. This revolution ap- 
peared to be an irrevocably accomplished 
fact. As fire had played the leading part 
throughout the war it was put down 
as an axiom which admitted of 
no discussion that no troops couid 
either move or fight within the ef- 
fective zone of the enemy’s fire, either 
in column or in line, and that, consequent- 
ly, close order must be replaced by dis- 
persed order, whatever might be the time, 
lace, or circumstances of an engagement. 
ence, in the manceuvres immediately fol- 
lowing the peace in Germany—and indeed 
everywhere, but especially in Germany— 
nothing was to be seen save long lines of 
skirmishers at wide intervals, with 
“groups of supports’ in rear, numerous, 
but each having a feeble effective, 
which groups preceded at long distances 
two, three, and sometimes four lines, as 
thin as possible—skirmishers, supports, and 
lines moving with precaution, using every 
cover offered by the ground, passing over 
atarun the spaces swept by the enemy’s 
fire, and lying down as soon as the ** Halt!” 
was sounded. It was not even a dis- 
persed order of battle; it was a scattered 
order, and the great soldier who presides 
over Germany’s military organization soon 
saw that it must be modified. Open order 
certainly had its advantages; by it tacti- 
cians hoped to escape, partly at least, from 
the destructive effect of improvedfweap- 
ons, arm™i the French elaborated a very re- 
markable system, as near perfection on 
paper as possible, which had scarcely been 
adopted—l2th of June, 1875—when they 
learned that the Germans had recognized 
the necessity of reacting against the excess- 
ive tendency to dislocate and scatter. 
Thanks to their practical common sense, 
they perceived that, although the number 
of casualities might be reduced, “ the 
methods in favor paralyzed, if they did 
notdestroy altogether, the offensive spirit, 
the fighting spirit; that their application 
on the field of battle produced disorder 
and confusion, withdrew the men from 
the control of their officers, and by the too 
great insistence on using the ground as 
cover tended to inspire a puerile timidity 
incompatibie with that Vorwtirts! which 
is the motto of the German Army.” 
Count von Moltke and his colleagues de- 
termined to remedy this, and they did 
remedy it, and when, in 1876, foreign mili- 
tary delegations witnessed the grand ma- 
noeuvres of the German Army they were 
astonished. ‘‘ But this is not the physiog- 
nomy of combat taught by the lessons of 
1866 and of 1870-71,’’ exclaimed one officer. 
“One would think that we are back 
to the times of the great Frederick and the 
Seven Years War,’ chimed in another. 
Certainly those manceuvres little resem- 
bled those of the preceding year, but 
the man who compared the move- 
ments in 1876 to the movements invent- 
ed by Frederick the Great exaggerated 
What he saw was not a resurrection of the 
“compact” order; it was the transfor- 
mation of the “scattered” order into 
an open formation, where everything was 
handled and directed in the same way, and 
with the same regularity and discipline as 
in the old formation, with ‘‘ closed ranks.”’ 
The advance and progression of an attack 
is invariably as follows: After a prepara- 
tion with artillery, the ‘‘ chain” of skir- 
mishers, continuous and as far as possible 
keeping an alignment, moves forward 
rapidly, but not at a run, and without 
ceasing to fire, without attempting to take 
advantage of any cover which might 
be available on either side of the shortest 
line to the front. The supports, very close 
up with the ‘“ chain’’ from the very begin- 
ning of the action, shorten their dis- 
tance from the skirmishers either 
to strengthen it or to prolong it 
to the right or left, in rear, also at a short 
distance come the reserves deployed in 
line, and, in rear of these, the main body 
formed in company columns, ready either 
to support in their turn the attack or to 
rally the first line if it has been repulsed. 
All this ensemble moves forward directly, 
obliquely, by the flank, without effort, al- 
most without orders, always keeping up a 
steady fire, until the moment when, the 
enemy appearing to waver, the whole bri- 
gade, without distinction of ‘‘chain,”’ sup- 
ports. reserves, first Jine or second line, 
ashes forward with the bayonet and with 
those formidable Hourrah! which are so 
well calculated to demoralize and terrify 
cowardly or ill-disciplined soldiers. 

In no case is a decisive attack made 
without an obligatory turning movement. 
By this I mean a systematic outfianking of 
the enemy’s line, not that turning move- 
ment of an army which is of the domain 
of eens not tactics. The dominant 
principle to keep the enemy so busy 
along hisfront that he cannot reinforce 
his wings, and direct against these all the 
troops disposable of the second and third 
lines; in other words, to continue a flank 
attack with an attack upon the front. 
This same principle, or at least its eounter- 
part, is equally applied to the defense, 
which, thanks to the depth of formation 
of its order of battle, can instantly parry 
any attack upon its flanks. I should add 
that both tactically and strategically, the 
Germans only admit the offensive-defens- 
ive, which attacks in turn on the first 
favorable opportunity, and for that reason 
proscribe al immobilization behind in- 
trenchments; they never neglect to cover 
their front with rifle pits, but they do so 
merely as & precaution in the event of a 
reverse, as a supreme resource to cling to 
their position to the last moment. 

The rapidity of execution of all the Ger- 
man movements is marvelous, both in the 
attack and in the defense, and 60 is their 
precision even when seemingly most dis- 
ordered, thanks to the admirable efficiency 
of their commissioned and non-commis- 
sioned officers, without which such a “‘dis- 
vipline of combat” would be mes. 
Very rarely does the com com 
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when his men are within the zone of short 
distances and when that firing is most 
rapid, always fixing the exact number of 
cartridges to be used by eachman. And 
here let me remark that file firing, feu a 
volonté, or, as the Germans call it, Schnelle- 
feuer, is with them only employed excep- 
tionally, in extreme cases and for a brief 
period of time; they prefer volley firing, 
Liniensalve, by the entire line, or firing by 
sections or by platoons, Abtheilungsfeuer, 
and consequently never waste their pow- 
der on an enemy whom they can scarcely 
see. Like the Austrians and Russians, they 
have little confidence in the efficacy of 
musketry fire at distances greater than 1,200 
yards, and maintain that it really becomes 
deadly within the distance of 700 yards; 
for greater distances they rely entirely 
upon their artillery. 

Now, it has been objected that in prac- 
tice it will be difficult to conciliate their 
formations of battle with those destruc- 
tive effects of musketry after which they 
seek, but of which they cannot expect to 
preserve the monopoly, when it is a ques- 
tion not of mere manceuvres, but of real 
fighting. To this the Germans reply that 
certainly they will be obliged to modify, 
that certainly they expect to be forced to 
reduce the depth of their columns, to in- 
crease the intervals between their skir- 
mishers, to renounce the perfect correct- 
ness now imposed in their various move- 
ments, but they argue (1) that casual- 
ties are less numerous among troops who 
advance rapidly and energetically upon 
a given point than among those who 
crawlup to that point, because the first 
will be under fire for a shorter time than 
the second, and (2) that however artificial 
may be the habits of cohesion taught, 
ali troops who have been drilled to stick 
together in manceuvres during peace will 
be less subject to the dissolving influences 
of a battle than troops who have not been 
so Grilled, and I think that on this point 
all genuine military men will agree that 
the Germans are right. Such is a brief 
sketch of the tactics which seem to be 
definitely adopted by the Prussian in- 
fantry. It is bold even to rashness, and 
withal methodical even to systematiza- 
tion; yet it is exactly appropriate to the 
stuff of which are made the German of- 
ficer and the German soldier, and infinitely 
preferable to that timid, over-cautious 
system which, since her defeat, France 
has substituted for that furia francese 
once so vaunted, but now, like flint-lock 
muskets, become a distant memory. 


BLONDIN AT HOME.

“Why, I thought Blondin had:gone to 
heaven long ago,” said some one in arailway 
carriage the other day, as he conned an adver- 
tisement in his paper which announced that the 
hero of Niagara was walking the tight rope at 
the Britannia Theatro in far-away Hoxton. To 
most of us Blondinis now merely a name, but 
he is almost as active as ever, and quite ready to 
chat about both the present and the future. The 
affectionate regard felt by the Chevalier of 
the falls which made him famous is 
shown by the name which he _ has given 
to his house. The visitor rings the bell at 
the gate and reads the legend inscribed in large 
letters, “Niagara Villas.” ‘**M. Blondin at 
home?” “I am M. Blondin.” The intrepid 
one stands pefore me, short and _ stout. 
He has evidently been a model of mus- 
cular compactness and symmetry, a French- 
man to the bone, with small twinkling eyes, bair 
thin and slightly streaked with gray, a mus- 
tache, and thick imperial. No spot isso dear to 
him as Niagara Villa, whither he retires to the 
bosom of his family for a few months during the 
year to take his well-earned rest. ‘When will 
you say good-bye to the fascinations of the rope, 
and cast off the tightsand spangles forever?” 
“ Sir, it will be long, Ihope, lam 60 now. Have 
I lost my nerves? No. Am I strong and act- 
lve? Feel the muscles of my forearm and my 
legs. I am fat. I admit it. Therefore I no 
longer assume the monkey’s skin, as once I did.”’ 
M. Blondin is as sound a man as he has ever 
been. He has had only one accident, and never 
a fall. He has never even broken an arm, 
and the only wound I saw was covered by an 
inch of sticking plaster. It is said that the 
reason why he never tumbled was the marvel- 
ous power of his forearm, which enabled him to 
carry a balancing pole of great weight. But 
when asked the secret of his success he tells you 
that “it was because I didn’t want to tumble.” 
He has never smoked, and if youask him whether 
he drinks, he tells you with a twinkle in his eye 
that he ‘does not wear the blue_ ribbon,” and 
takes claret at dinner. In 1851 Jean Francois 
Gravelé was a nagesa med in a French provincial 
town, when his agility, grace, suppleness, and 
intrepidity were remarked by a certain Ravel, 
himself a famous gymnast of his day. ‘Join 
us,”’ he said to the young fellow, ‘“‘and come to 
New-York.” “Done,” replied Jean Frangois. 
“ But how art thou called?” ‘“Gravelé” ‘‘Sa- 
ceré6é Dieu! we cannot bill such a name.” 
Then they fixed upon Blondin, from the 
color of his hair. Triumph after triumph 
followed, until his career was crowned at last 
on the 30th of June, 1859, when he crossed Niaga- 
ra. “Sir, I wasa rope walker at 4. My-father 
wasa gymnast. I have never felt fear—no, not 
even when crossing Niagara. In 1860 I crossed 
on stilts. There was a danger in crossing Niagara, 
In straining a rope of that length to the requisite 
tightness it was liable to snap. Theshorter the 
rope the easier it isto walk on, for the dip in the 
middle is less. I once offered to carry the Claim- 
ant across a rope, but he declined with thanks. 
‘I will not endanger your life,’ he said, ‘and Ido 
not wish to expose mine.’ A tight-rope walker 
is born; nothing can make him. None of my 
family will ever appear in the arena because not 
one of them has been born a rope walker. 
I am always well when I am working., 
When I am lazy I feel a twinge of lum- 
bago, and that is all.» Not the least in- 
teresting of M. Blondin’s collection of memen- 
toes is a small library of scrap books, containing 
cuttings from all the newspapers of the world— 
French, English, German, Austrian, American, 
Australian—critiques, reports, interviews, cari- 
catures, jokes. He is called the ** King of the 
Tight Rope,” ** The Lord of the Hempen Realm,” 
“The Emperor of all Manila.” There are won- 
derful woodcuts, plain and colored; verses, too. 
* Did nervous terrors ever oppress you, M. Bion- 
din?” “Never, Sir; never. Not even when I 
first crossed Niagara. Pouf. They laughed and 
said: ‘There’sa foolof a Frenchman. going to 
commit suicide,’ or ‘I don’t believe he’ll ever 
try,’and so on, but I have crossed Niagara 300 
times since then. I carry three sets of ropes 
which are 2 inches in diameter, witha body o 
steel bound round with hemp. The balancing

THE QUESTION OF GRADING THE STREETS 
IN NEWTOWN, CONN. 

NEW-HAVEN, Novy. 19.—Some six months 
ago the village improvement epidemic which 
has inflicted such ravages upon Litchfield and 
other Connecticut towns wandered down into 
Fairfield County and settled in Newtown, of all 
Connecticut’s shady villages, now one of the 
most popular with Summer boarders from New- 
York. Thetown grew up in colonial days, and 
the first settlers having picked out a hill of suffi- 
cient size built thereon, and dwelt in great com- 
fort and altitude all their days. Their descend- 
ants followed their example, and the greater 
part of the village still flourishes on the original 
sight of the settlement. During the years which 
elapsed up to 1884 no great change was made in 
the turnpike which ran through the principal 
street. However, the epidemic came, but it did 
not comein a satisfactory form. A number of 


the inhabitants were not affected with a desire 
for change and expressed their satisfaction with 
the then existing order of things. The greater 
portion of the citizens, however, were anxious 
to grade the street and determined to do soif 
possible. In bygone days Newtown received a 
charter as a borough. orough charters were 
popular in those times, and only promising 
towns could get them. When the precious right 
was obtained the citizens met and elected a War- 
den anda Burgess, For some time the officers 

rformed their duties and all went well, 
yut gradually the custom of electing the 
borough officers died out. When the ques- 
tion of grading the street came up 
it was discovered that funds were necessary, and 
to obtain these taxes must be levied. So a meet- 
ing was called, but it was then found that a 
number of the last elected officers, chosen 20 or 
80 years ago, had since died. Aftersome delay 
and considerable legal consultation a meeting 
was called, new officers chosen, and a tax levied. 
During these proceedings the conservative ele- 
ment had steadily opposed the changes, Still, the 
majority were in favor of improvements and the 
work went on. The street was graded, the bills 
run up, and the question of payment was 
brought before the borough. Assessors - 
pointed by the last meeting levied taxes and the 
Village improvement advocates paid their assess- 
ment. The bills were sent out to everybody, of 
course, and now the objectors had their day. 
They declined to pay, and announced that they 
had been advised by their lawyers to adopt the 
course they had taken. 

For some time no action was taken by the bor- 
ough against the remonstrators. The matter 
seemed to be dropping out of sight, but the 
claims of the creditors again made themselves 
felt, and to-day the quiet of the old town was 
broken by a legal process. Nineteen writs were 
served upon as many taxpayers who had de- 
clined to settle up. The cases were mado return- 
able before a Justice at an early date,and the 
whole affair put on a business-like aspect. 

If the suits are decided against the non-payers 
the cases will be undoubtedly carried up to the 
higher courts. There are some very pretty legal 
questions involved, and the Jawyers will have a 
pleasant time untying knots. The main ques- 
tion, of course, turns upon the point of whether 
or not the borough lest its original charter 
by any non-compliance with the terms and con- 
ditions of that document. Whichever way this 
may be decided it will be of considerable im- 
portance to the other boroughs of the State, 
none of which probably have complied witn the 
regulations of their charters in regard to the 
days of holding meetings, methods of electing 
officers, and formalities in calling and conduct- 
ing the meetings of the freemen of the boroughs. 





W. B. FITCH’S FAILURE. 
THE ASSIGNMENT FILED AND THE PREFER- 
ENCES GIVEN. 
MARLBOROUGH, N. Y., Nov. 19.—The as- 
signment of William B, Fitch, the bluestone 
dealer, whose office is at 237 Broadway, New-York, 
‘was filed in the Ulster County Clerk’s office at 
9 o’clock Monday morning. The Assignee, 
Charles M. Preston, is'a Rondout lawyer. The 
immediate cause of the failure, it is said, was the 
filing in the Clerk’s office last Saturday forenoon 
of a judgment in favor of the National 
Ulster County Bank to the amount of 
$10,563 02. The assignment directs Assignee 
Preston to turn all the property into money, col- 
lect the debts, and, after paying the costs of the 
assignment and the taxes now due or to become 
due on the property until sold, makes the fol- 
lowing preferences: All wages and salaries actu- 
ally due to employesat the time of the execution 
ot the assignment; the National Bank of Ron- 
dout for all notes, drafts, and other obli- 
gations, held or owned by said_ bank, 
upon which Mr. Fitch is liable’ as 
maker, indorser, acceptor, or otherwise, with 
interest due or to become due; Jansen Has- 
brouck, Kingston, money loaned Oct. 4, 1884, 
2,000 with interest; Moses Hommell, Rondout, 
note of $5,000 and interest, and Ella Hommell, 
widow of Egbert Hommel], note of $1,700 with 
interest; William B. Mickens, Reuben Reynolds, 
and Bernard Loughran for work and material; 
A. & J. Hasbrouck, Jr., Rondout, for hardware, 
$200; the State of New-York National Bank for 
all notes, drafts, and other obligations as maker, 
indorser, &c.; to payin full other creditors as 
far as assets will allow. 
Judge Schoonmaker, of Kingston, Mr. Fitch’s 
,attorney, is of the opinion that if the creditors 
exercise moderation and co-operate with Mr. 
Fitch and his Assignee in judiciously handling 
his assets, instead of sacrificing them, there can 
be little doubt that all the creditors can be paid 
in fulland a very handsome property be left to 
Mr. Fitch with which to resume business. Mr. 
Fitch stands weliin Ulster County, especially in 
Kingston, where he is best known.

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ELECTRICAL LINES EVERYWHERE 


——$ 
THE COMPREHENSIVE SYSTEM PROPOSED BY 
MR, HAZARD. 

In reply to inquiries relative to his re- 
cent proposition to operate a complete system 
of electrical railway across the bridge from the 
New-York City Hall to the Brooklyn City Hall, 
Mr. Rowland R, Hazard, President of the Gramme 
Company, said yesterday: *‘In the memoranda 
which I submitted to the Bridge Trustees I stated 
that the introduction of an electric motor would 
require no change to be made in the present 
railway structure upon the bridge. The defects 


of that structure are inherent in the system 
upon which it is operated. The cable railway is 
in the nature of things of temporary interest 
and usefulness only. It is a step in the march 
of improvement, but astep of such temporary 
value that in practice it may be neglected. 

“When the Brooklyn Elevated Railway and 
the Kings County Railway are completed it will 
be the obvious policy of the New-York system 
to form a junction or combination for working 
the trains over the bridge, by some system hav- 
ing a common centre, such as the terminus of 
the New-York Arcade Railway Company, at the 
Battery. whence all trains of all systems for 
both cities could be dispatched. This would 
have the advantage that through the arcade 
road the present New-York Metropolitan sys- 
tem, the South Brooklyn ferries, the Barge Office, 
Castle Garden, the Staten Island ferries, the 
Pennsylvania and Erie termini, nearly the whole 
volume of travel for both cities, could be re- 
ceived for distribution. Travel from the Grand 
Central Station could be included by a short 
spur from the present elevated station to the 
second floor, while the Madison-avenue branch 
of the arcade road would deliver its passengers 
inthe basement, thus uniting the surface, ele- 
vated, and underground services at that distrib- 
uting point. 

‘** That acomprehensive dealing with the traffic 
of this great centre is now for the first time 
capable of realization marks the present period 
as one of the greatest interest. Heretofore such 
plans have been more or less visionary, for the 
reason that they required the service of forces 
not yet developed, and the expenditure of capi- 
tal quite beyond the obvious advantages to be 
attained. This period of probation is now 
passed; the bridge exists; New-York is encircled 
by an elevated system: the New-York Arcade 
Railway is under contract for construction; 
both the Brookiyn elevated and the Kings 
County Railway are in progress; what is now 
required is a very small matter, and it is that the 
persons who direct these great interests and 
others who control the surface roads shall co- 
operate intelligently with the Bridge Trustees in 
completing the few missing hnksand effecting 
the obvious connections. 

“The first step toward bringing about the 
comprehensive ven of interchanging passen- 
ger traffic, which I have briefly sketched, might 
be a surface line of electrical street cars, run- 
ning from the City Hall, New-York, to the City 
Hall in Brooklyn, in connection with all the ex- 
isting lines in both cities. 1t is entirely feasible, 
and while the experience of our electrical tram- 
way at Cleveland does not yet enable us to deter- 
mine with entire accuracy, we are assured that 
the cost of the service will be diminished from 25 
to 40 per cent., as compared with horse power, 
while its advantage on every point, of clean- 
liness, convenience, comfort, safety, nice- 
ty of regulation, are too obvious for 
discussion. The line as laid would be 
1,130 feet from the Herald Building to the ” 4 
proach, 1,562 feet on the New-York approac 
930 feet on land span, 1,596 feet on the suspended 
span, 930 feet again on land span, and 971 feet on 
the Brooklyn approach, and it would be 2,250 
feet by way of Washington-street, or 2,390 feet - 
way of Fulton-street, to the Brooklyn City Hall, 
a total of about 9,500 feet. The electric power 
for this could be housed inthe bridge arches, 
andthe undertaking might bean independent 
one, or, better, be owned and controlled by the 
surface roads in common as an exchange.” 

Plans were submitted with Mr. Hazard’s prop- 
osition, and the whole matter is being consid- 
ered by a subcommittee of the Bridge Trustees. 


JAMES W. RIDGWAY ACCUSED. 





FORMAL CHARGES LAID BEFORE THE GOV- 
ERNOR BY ANTHONY COMSTOCK, 


Complaints against the official conduct 
of James W. Ridgway, District Attorney of 
Kings County, were made to Gov. Cleveland by 
Anthony Comstock several weeks ago. The Goy- 
ernor required that the charges should be defin- 
itely formulated, and on the 8th of the present 
month Mr. Comstock filed a document at Aibany 
formally accusing District Attorney Ridgway as 
follows: 

First, With neglect of duty in office and violating 
section 349 of the Penal Code. To this there are 19 
specifications, 

Second, Aiding, abetting, assisting, and encouraging 
gamblers, protecting them from arrest, and shielding 
their unlawful business from interference or interrup- 
tion while they openly violated chapter 9 of the 
Penal Code. This charge has six specifications, 

Third, Conduct unbecoming an officer, and bringing 
the law into contempt and a reproach upon the ad- 
ministration of justice in the County of Kings. 

Gov. Cleveland gave Mr. Comstock a hearing 
last Saturday, at which the latter detailed all of 
the facts bearing upon the case that were in his 
possession. Mr. Comstock complains that he 


tried repeatedly, but in vain, to get District At- 
torney Ridgway to prosecute gamblers and 
ool sellers. He says that inthe Jatter part of 
ast June he took to Mr. Ridgway complaints, 
drawn in proper form, against 22 gamblers, and 
signed by witnesses. e urged prompt action, 
but was met with excuses and delays. “I in- 
formed Mr. Ridgway,” said Mr. Comstock, yes- 
terday, ‘that it was rumored that $50,000 had 
been paid, and it was claimed that a contract 
had been made with his office to not permit the 
gamblers to be interfered with orarrested upon 
the racetracks during the Summer season.” Dis- 
trict Attorney Ridgway, it is further alleged, 
declined to permit the 22 gamblers to be arrested 
even after they had been indicted by the Grand 
Jury. Heis accused by Mr. Comstock with hay- 
ing sent officers to the racetracks at Coney 
Island to notify the gamblers that they had beon 
indicted, and asking them to appear in court the 
next morning and give bail. Mr. Comstock also 
says: ‘*I made a personal request of Mr. Ridg- 
way for search warrants to seize the unlawful 
paraphernalia in the hands of the gamblers, and 
also requested that he should notify the officers 
of their duty under section 345 of the code, and 
have them seize the gambling properties. Mr. 
Ridgway denied me in both instances.” 
Goy. Cleveland now has the case under con- 
sideration. 


THE NEW ATLANTA. 





A DESCRIPTION OF THE STEEL CRUISER 
JUST BUILT FOR THE NAVY. 

The new steel cruiser Atlanta, which 
was built for the United States Navy by John 
Roach & Son, arrived from Chester, Penn., early 
yesterday morning. After remaining at anchor 
off Red Hook for a few hours she was towed 
up to Roach’s shipyard, at the foot of Ninth- 
street, where the fitting in of her { machinery 
will be completed. She was towed from Ches- 
ter to this port by two large ocean tugs. 
It is hoped that the new cruiser will 


attain a speed of about 17 knots anhour. Her 
engines will be of the newest pattern and of 
great power. The Atlanta is not a very hand- 
some vessel in appearance. She has along ram- 
like stem and is very broad. A large house of 
steel covers the greater portion of the main 
deck. This house is quite high, and bulges up in 
the centre. On either side are places which 
somewhat resemble the bay windows of a house. 
Guns will be placed in these. The forward 
and after ends of the deck house are tlat 
aud apparently would offer a good target to an 
enemy. The masts of the Atlanta have not yet 
been put in, but it is understood that she will be 
bark rigged. She is 276 feet long at her water 
line and 270 feet between perpendiculars. She is 
84 feet deep, and her breadth of beam is 42 feet. 
She will draw 18% feet of water, and her dis- 
placement capacity is 3,000 tons, The hull is 
divided into72 water-tight compartments. There 
are 8 complete transverse water-tight compart- 
ments, and on the sides through the boilers’ 
space are longitudinal’ bulkheads. Under the 
machinery is an inside water-tight bottom. 
There are 12 water-tight cells between the two 
bottoms. The Atlanta will carry two 8-inch 
long rifle guns, whicb will be mounted on 
barbettes; six 6-inch breech-loading guns, and 
eight revolving guns. 





THE PLENARY COUNCIL.

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STUDYING PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


RESULT OF THE INSPECTION OF STABLES 
AND STOCK YARDS. 

Since July last the stock yards, stables, 
and other places in which large numbers of cat- 
tle are kept in this city, Brooklyn, Long Island, 
and Jersey City have been frequently visited by 
a committee of veterinary inspectors, as agents 
of the new Bureau of Animal Industry of the 
Department of Agriculture. The purpose of the 
inspections was to learn the condition of cattle 
brought to this vicinity for slaughter or kept 
here for dairy uses, with special reference to the 
amount of contagious pleuro-pneumonia 
that was harbored here. Dr. Loring, the 
Commissioner of Agriculture, had given much 
attention to the subject of cattle and cattle dis- 
eases, and he has been very active, since he took 
charge of the Department of Agriculture, in 
efforts to trace the cause and find a remedy tor 
the pleuro-pneumonia plague. 1n addition to 
the work of inspection done in this vicinity, the 
Commissioner authorized the importation of a 
lot of sound Canada cattle, which were put on 
Barren Island, along with cattle found here- 
abouts which were diseased with pleuro-pneu- 
monia. This was done to help on experiments 
looking to the isolation or extirpation of the dis- 
ease. 

Dr. Loring came over from Washington on 
Tuesday to learn what the inspectors had done. 
They submitted to him yesterday a preliminary 
report which covers their operations. The re- 
port says that the municipal and health author- 
ities and the managers of stock yardsand stables 
lent willing help to the investigations. The main 
things looked after by the inspectors were the 
location, cleanliness, and ventilation of the 
yards and stables, the amount of exposure to 
disease, and, as far as possible, the history of the 
cases examined, They found the condition of 
cattle received by rail to be generally good, and 
that the quarantine station had been well man- 
aged. The report continues: 

In 758 stables in New-York City containing 8,818 
cows there were found 26 cows infected with pleuro- 
pneumonia. On Lone Island 1,418 stables were in- 
aeons and among the 10,072 cows contined in them 
there were found 825 cases. In 555 stables on Staten 
Island containing 3,857 cows there were tound 12 cases. 
In 18 stables in New-Jersey containing 180 cows there 
were found 8 cases. In the Jersey City abattoir 39 
visits discovered 18 affected animals. In the New-York 
offal dock out of 63 post-mortems 20 were found to be 
cases of pleuro-pneumonia. 

In the slaughter houses of New-York and Brook] 

26 animals were examined and 14 were cases of the dis- 
ease. In many instances of reinspection it was found 
that the animals diseased on first inspection were dead 
and the cases which presented themselves were new 
ones. The result of the investigation has been to give 
a definite idea of the extent of the disease and tosecure 
great improvement in the condition of the stables. 

The contagiousness of the disease has been proved 
beyonda question by the experiments on Barren Tsland, 
and we are confident that further investigation in this 
direction will enable us to decide upon the virulence of 
the disease as found in America, the time of incubation 
here, and the — of controlling it in those sec- 
tions in which it may bee + Hg appear. Weare of 
the opinion that all possibility of communicating the 
disease by decomposing and steamed animal matter at 
or near station is not to be feared in any degree, and 
inthis opinion Prof. OC. F. Chandler has expressed to 
us his concurrence. ; 

The report was signed by Surgeons L. McLean, 
William B. ©. Miller, C. B. Michener, Thomas J. 
Herr, James W. Hauk, and W. Whitfield Row- 
land. Gen. George R. Vernonand Robert Farley, 
both Inspectors, and Dr. J. B. White, of the 
New-York Health Board; Prof. Chandler, and 
Dr. Raymond, of the Brooklyn Board, also at- 
tended the conference. Commissioner Loring 
expressed himself gratifled with what had been 
done. Prof. Chandler was much pleased. He said 
that this was the first bold move in the right 
direction, and he commended the industry and 
intelligence of the inspectors, as did Dr. Ray- 
mond. Drs. White and Raymond now propose, 
with the help of the inspectors, to ascertain how 
pleuro-pneumonia affects the milk of cattle 
diseased with it. Commissioner Loring thought 
he could authorize such experiments, on his re- 
turn to Washington. They will involve some ex- 
pense. The detailed account of the work done 
will reach Congress ina few weeks through Prof. 
D. E. Salmon, who is at the head of the bureau, 
and to whom the inspectors elsewhere through- 
ou the country, as well as here, will report 
fully.

NEW-YORK ARCHAZOLOGISTS. 


A LOCAL SOCIETY TRIBUTARY TO THE 
AMERICAN INSTITUTE. 

The New-York members of the Archzo- 
logical Institute of America, which has explored 
the ruing of Assos and founded a school of 
archeology in Athens, met last evening in the 
residence of Mr. Frederic J. De Peyster, a promi- 
nent member, to organize themselves into a local 
society. The constitution has been revised so 
that the institute will hereafter consist of a con- 
federation of local archeological societies 
throughout the country, each of which will be 
represented by delegates in an annual council. 
Two of these societies have already been formed, 
one in Boston with 200 members, and an- 
other in Baltimore with 50 members. There 
are about 60 members of the institute 
in New-York. The gentlemen wno at- 
tended the meeting last evening were Profs. 
W. R. Ware and Henry Drisler, of Columbia 
College; T. W. Ludlow, H. J. sean. Prof. 
Russel Sturgis, E. H. Kendall, the President of 
the American Institute of Architecture; J. D. 
Lange, Philip Valentine, E. F. de Lancey, J. D. 
Ludlow, Alden Sampson, M. J. O’Connor, Frank 
Walier, Prof. W. H. Goodyear, of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum, and several others. A committee 
consisting of Prof. Ware, Dr. Howard Crosby. 
T. W. Ludlow, and Messrs. de Peyster, Mar- 
quand, Sturgis, and Kendall was appointed to 

ropose a plan of organization and report ata 

uture meeting. Prof. Ware and Mr. de Peyster 
weré appointed delegates to the first council of 
the institute, which will be held to-day in the 
architectura] rooms of the School of Mines in 
Columbia College. : 

The regulations of the institute were discussed. 
By their provisions each local society 1s entirely 
independent of the institute and is at liberty to 
make explorations at its own volition. The 
council has full power to determine the work to 
be undertaken by the institute, and the mode of 
its accomplishment; to employ agents, and to 
expend all the available funds of the institute 
for the purpose for which it is formed; but it 
shall not have the power to incur any debt on 
behalf of the institute. It shall have no other 
jurisdiction over the regulations or actions of the 
affiliated local archeological societies than that 
these societies shall not undertake any formal 
publication without its consent, and any moneys 
contributed for any object promoted by a local 
society, approved by the council, shall be strictly 
appropriated to that object. 


PASTOR DRESEL'S SALARY. 
Another phase of the trouble that has 
brought division between Pastor Theodore 
Dresel and the Trustees of the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church, on Schermerhorn-street, Brook- 
lyn, was discussed last evening. Tho Trustees 
met in the church building to consider what 
action should be taken in relation to the 
suit for $3,000 back salary which the 
Pastor has brought against the church. The 
Pastor's salary was reduced from $2,000 to $1,200 
some five years ago, and the suit is tounded on a 
claim that the Trustees had no right to make 
the reduction. The Rey. Mr. Dresel was present 
during the proceedings. After a long debate it 
was resolved to contest the suit and tocalla 
ase meeting for the purpose of discussing 

the advisability of dismissing the Pastor. 








SMALLPOX 1N CANADA. 

Kineston, Ontario, Nov. 19.—The Rev. 
Father Fleming, of Tweed, states that smallpox 
prevails in seven families in that village. The 
people are terrified, and many are leaving the 
place. On Sunday two men died from the dis- 
ease, and the priest and grave digger had to bury 
them, as no assistance could be procured. Even 
the doctors refuse to attend the sick. Father 
Fleming and two Sisters of Mercy left for Tweed 
to-day, taking with them a supply of vaccine 
virus. A gentleman from Tamworth says that 
smallpox has appeared at French Village, near 
that piace, and great fears are entertained of its 
spreading.

NO CHOLERA IN FLORENCE. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

As many letters have come to me from 
different parts of the United States inquiring in 
regard to the prudence of passing the present 
Winter in Italy, or more particularly in 
Florence, I take this means not only of inform- 
ing my friends but all interested in ithe matter 
what the simple facts are. 

After carefully consulting the medical and 
other authorities I have from them and my own 
observation drawn the following general state- 
ments: During the past season in Florence the 
death rate has been about 15 in 1,000; there has 
not been a single case of cholera; the last two 
times the cholera visited Italy there were no 
cases here; the drains have been carefully ex- 
amined and are disinfected daily;: some? days 
during the Summer there was not a single death 
in the city from any cause; there 1s no fear 
whatever here in regard to the cholera, and 
as people think very little about it — 
seem to be going on as though noth- 
ing had eee gmp and the result is that 
American and English—indeed all the foreign-— 
residents that have not already returned are com- 
ing back very rapidly. There is, of course, no 
quarantine or fumigation now, and the epidemic 
has subsided to such an extent that it is thought 
that before this is published it will have ceased 
entirely in all parts of the country. Oneof the 
constantly repeated remarks one hears is: “What 
charming weather we are having.” It is true, for 
nothing finer is ever known at home. 

There is one other question I will answer: ** Do 
you have much fever in Florence ? we hear of 
poome dying there from that cause?” There 

as not been a single case of spontaneous fever 
for six months, and very few ever occur here. 
The cases of fever here last Winter were con- 
tracted elsewhere, and many of the patients were 
seriousiy ill when they reached Florence. This 
I personally know to be perfectly true as 
regards Americans, and am assured 
of its correctness concerning others by 
reliable medical authority. Thus it will be seen 
that, from a sanitary point of view, Florence is 
certainly a higbly desirable place of residence. 
As regards natural attraction ani beauty of 
environment, very few cities at all compare 
with and none surpass it. The climate is very ex- 
hilarating and adapted to all but invalids suffer- 
ing from advanced pulmonary difficulties. From 
an economical standpoint there is probably no 
place in the world that “ offers so much for the 
money.”’ I have been told by those living here 
that people can keep house in Florence for what 
it would cost in New-York for rent alone, As 
was stated at the outset, this is merely a rough 
grouping of general statements, the verifying 
details of which can be costly given if occasion 
requires.

The 
Rev. Henry Kimball, who founded the store, 
and through whose effortsit has been kept up, 
was there to seo that only those in actual need 
of food were supplied by the two stalwart as- 
sistants. 

No sooner was the store opened than there 
was arush of hungry people. There were men 
and women, boys and girls. It was a noticeable 
fact that, no matter how poor the applicant, he 
always carried a good tight basket, usually made 
with acover. Applicants, if not known to bein 
want by Mr. Kimball, were required to present 
a letter from a landlord, minister, or policeman 
certifying that they werein need. Each was given 
a liberal allowance of food. Sometook it stolid. 
ly, as though they had an interest 1n the busi- 
ness, without a word of thanks. The faces of 
others lighted up asa good measure of potatoes 
was dumped into their baskets, flanked by half 
adozen mackerel and a bag of crackers, and 
they were profuse in their acknowledgments. 
The store was opened with 1,200 pounds of tood 
onhand. In two hours €0 families had been 
supplied. 

‘““Last Winter,” said Mr. Kimball, “we gave 
away 100 tons of food. I don’t think there will 
be such ademand this year. All the food is do- 
nated, andl am responsible for its distribution.

MORE TECHNICALITIES IN BEHALF 
OF GEN. SWAIM. 

ONE DEMURRER OVERRULED BY THE COURT 
AND ANOTHER ENTERED ON THE SEC- 
OND SPECIFICATION OF THE CHARGES. 

WasnHincton, Nov. 19.—Upon the as- 

sembling of the Swaim court-martial this morn- 
ing, Major Gardner, the Judge-Advocate, stated 
that, owing toa misunderstanding of a partof 
the argument of the counsel for the accused on 
the demurrer to the first specification, and be- 
cause the court had asked him several questions 
of law, he desired a rearzument of the demurrer. 
There being no objection, counsel for the de- 
fense began the reargument, Gen. Grosvenor 
stating his points in support of the demur- 
rer. Judge-Advocate Gardner stated that a 
demurrer is a proceeding to avoid a trial, 
and that probably for the first time in the 
history of the American Army the technical 
proceeding of a demurrer has been interposed 
by a Judge-Advocate-General to avoid a trial by 
his peers on charges of conduct unbecoming an 
officer anda gentieman. It has generally been 
accepted, he said, in the American and British 
Armies that when an officer is charged with con- 
duct unbecomirg an officer anda gentleman it 
is his duty to court and seek a full investigation. 
Judge Shellabarger closed for the defense, and 
then the court room was ciéared, while the 
court considered the demurrer. Upon the re- 
opening of the court room the Judge-Advocate 
announced that the court had overruled the 
demurrer. 

Gen. Swaim was then arraigned and pleaded 

“not guilty” to the first specification. When 

asked to plead to the sevond specification his 


counsel entered a demurrer, on the grounds that 
the specification does not state facts sufficient to 
support the charge to which it relates; that it 
does not show sv.y conduct that was or is in any- 
wise wrong, dishonorable, or fraudulent. The 
remainder of the day’s session was taken up by 
arguments on the demurrer, and they were not 
finished when the court adjourned.

WHAT ADMIRAL PORTER WANTS. 
GIS VIEWS ON HOW THE NAVY SHOULD BE 
BUILT UP AND IMPROVED. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Admiral Porter, 
{n his annual report, says there isa general im- 
pression throughout the country that a very 
large amount of money (over $300,000,000) has 
been spent on the navy since the war without 
anything to show for it, and this impression has 
hindered the advance of the navy. It must be 
remembered, he says, that after the war and up 
to 1869 alargesum of money was drawn from 
the Treasury to pay war debits as well as to 
provide for the maintenance of the navy, 
and it was not until 1869 that the navy 
settied down torun ona reasonable annual ap- 
propriation for its maintenance. Since 1869 the 
average annual expenditure has been about 
$16,000,000. Compare our expenditure, says Ad- 
mira! Porter, with that of any other navy of 
importance and it will be proved that we have 
kept within reasonable bounds, vet half the peo- 
ple in the country are convinced that naval ap- 
propriations are recklessly expended. He urges 
the building up of the navy, and says the 
assertion that we want small but ef- 
fective navy’? does not cover the case. No 
small navy can be an efficient one if 
we consider the needs of the country. 
Admiral Porter proceeds to describe the features 
of a modern vessel, citing the Esmeralda, a ship 
of 3.600 tons, built in England for the Chilian 
Navy, as the most perfect ship of her class ever 
constructed. She will, he thinks, prove a more 
formidable vessel than either the Boston or the 
Atlanta, and shows herself to be unsurpassed as 
a commerce destroyer. There is no reason, he 
gays, why we cannot build aship of 5,000 tons 
on the lines and plans of the Esmeralda that will 
give aspeed of 19 knots an hour, which would 
quite equal the speed of any merchant ship 
afloat. i 
Admiral Porter submits, in conclusion, what 
he thinks the Government ought to do in the 
next two years: ae nes ag ne the unfinished 
monitors and arm them with heavy rified guns, 
making them rams as far as their models will 
permit. Second—Appropriate money for all the 
vessels that were proposed to Congress last Win- 
ter. Third—Build, asa commencement, four of 
the heaviest monitors, of great endurance and 
speed, each to carry four 6-inch rifies in turrets. 
ourth—Build 20torpedo boats of not less than 
100 tons each, with a speed of 20 knots. Fifth— 
One cruising ironclad of not less than 4,000 tons. 
Sixth—Have all our ships of over 1,250 tons sup- 
plied with torpedo boats, fitted with noiseless 
condensing engines,so that they cannot be heard 
when approaching an enemy. The _ ship's 
launches which are now called torpedo boats in 
our navy are perfectly useless. 


UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 
AN IMPOBTANT INSURANCE DECISION—THE 
HEAD-MONEY CASE. 


Wasnrnaton, Noy. 19.—The proceedings of 
the Supreme Courtof.the United States to-day were 
as follows: 

No. 475—Melvin M. Kelso, plaintiff in error, vs. 
Eliza Jane Sturgeon, widow, &c.—In error to the 
Court of Common Pleas of Erie County, Penn. On 
stipulation of counsel on file and motion of 8. M. 
Brainerd, for plaintiff in error, dismissed, with costs. 

No. 95—Robert Grame, Executor, &c,, plaintiff in 
error, v8. The Mutual Assurance Society of Virginia, 
and No. 96—Wellington Goddin, Executor, &c., plaintiff 
in error, vs. The Mutual Assurance Society of Vir- 

nia.—In error to the Supreme Court of Appeals of 
Giinia. Dismissed for want of jurisdiction. These 
were suits brought by the appellant and plaintiff in 
error against the insurance company to recover the 
amount of certain fire insurance peas issued by 
said company upon property in Richmond, which was 
burned at the time tnat city was captured by the Fed- 
eral troops in 1865. The insurance company refused 
to pay on the ground that by the express terms 
of its policies, it was not liable for damages from fires 
caused by “‘ civil war, commotion, insurrection, or the 
invasion ofa foreign enemy,” and that the fire in this 
case was due to one or all of these causes. The Su- 
preme Court of Appeals of Virginia rendered a deci- 
gion in fayor of the company on the ground that the 
fire was the result of “the invasion of a foreign 
enemy.” When the cases were appealed to this court, 
the question of jurisdiction was raised, the company 
maintaining that the cases were not decided by the 
court below as a Federal question,and{that;consequent- 
ly this court was without jurisdiction to review the 
decision. At the conclusion of the argument to-day 
Chief-Justice Waite announced as the opinion of the 
court that it had no jurisdiction of the cases and must 
therefore dismiss them, and it wasso ordered. The 
decision rendered in favor of the insurance company 
by the Supreme Court of Appeals of Virginia stands 
as the final settiement of the question and relieves 
underwriters in Virginia and elsewhere from liability 
fora great quantity of property destroyed byfire in 
Richmond when that city was evacuated by the Con- 
federate troops.

The argument ia behalf of the companies 
was begun to-day by Edwards Pierrepont and George 
Deforest Lord, who contended that the Immigration 
act was unconstitutional and void—first, because the 
tax imposed by it was for a purpose which was not in 
the powers delegated to Congress; second, because 
such tax was not made uniform throughout the United 
States; third, because the law exacted a money pay- 
ment unknown to the Federal Constitution from free 
men, contrary to the tundamental principles of this 
Government; fourth, because the law violated rights 
secured by existing treaties with foreign nations.

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BONLY ONE AT WORK AT A TIME, 


—_— 
A GANG OF PAVERS WHO DO EVERYTHING 
BUT TEND TO THEIR BUSINESS. 

When areporter of THE Times walked 
aqown West Tenth-street Tuesday afternoon 
eight men, standing in the middle of the street, 
just beyond Waverley-place, turned eight pairs 
of eyes upon him, and, with hands in pocket, 
watched his approach with silent interest. Two 
of the men wore heavy overcoats, and in the 
pockets of these their hands were buried nearly 
tothe elbow. The other six, not having over- 
coats, utilized the receptacles in their panta- 
loons. As the reporter passed the men turned 
with one accord. 

“ Arrah, he’s a foine fellow,’”’ remarked one; 
whereat the others felt called upon to give ex- 
pressions of opinion, some of them not s0 com- 
plimentary. They followed the reporter with 
their eyes until he was half down the block. 
Then atrim maiden emerged from one of the 
houses on the street and started toward Waver- 
ley-place. Instantly the eight pairs ot eyes were 
leveled at her, and she was watched out of sight. 

When the reporter had walked around the 
block and again reached ‘Tenth-street and 

Waverley-place, only seven men watched him go 
into the corner grocery. ‘The eighth, a stolia, 
gray-whiskered Irishman in a_ blue suit and 
rusty derby, was laboriously lifting and letting 
fall a wooden maul used by street gangs to set- 
tle newly laid cobble stones. He was trying to 
settle some newly laid stones. The maul fell at 
80-second intervals for two minutes. Then 
it stopped, and ail eight men watched a street 
car come down and pass out of sight. For three 
minutes all stood still. Then a young red-headed 
Irishman threw two shovelfuls of sand on the 
street and pensively leaned on his shovel. For 
another minute peace reigned. Just for 4 
minute. 

Now came the moment of action. For10 min- 
utes a black-whiskered laborer had been stand- 
ing motionless, a crowbar leaning against his 
side, and he against the crowbar. Now he took 
his hands from his pockets and looked up and 
down the street. No one was in sight. Witha 
mighty effort he lifted the iron bar and held ita 
second motionless. Then he slowly lowered it 
until the point gently rested on the ground. It 
came down with such gentle tenderness, such a 
delicate touch, that an egg she!l would have 
stood the pressure. Again he lifted the bar, and 
yet again, 10 times in all. Two stones on the 
edge of asection where all bad peen removed 
were loosened to his satisfaction, and his seven 
companions quietly looked on, never once ap- 

lauding the herculean task accomplished. He 

eaned on his bar. 

For three minutes all gazed at another street 
car. Then a consumptive and cadaverous look- 
ing man rose from the end of the pick handle on 
which he had been trying to sit, and slowly 
picked out the two stones which the giant of 
the crowbar had loosened. He fell back ex- 
hausted, and a sour-looking American, in an 
overcoat, picked up the stones, carried them 
across the two-foot vacant space, and deposited 
them gently. In three minutes he of the maul 
gave the stones two biows at minute intervals. 
In half a minute he of the shovel bad de- 
posited upon them a pint of sand. Then 
tor two minutes and a half nobody did anything. 
Finally he of the maul picked up a coarse broom 
and ran it over the sand. Two boys came down 
the street on a run, one trying to overtake the 
other. All attention was turned to them for 
five minutes. A red-whiskered fellow then 
moved the wheelbarrow back a few feet, and 
asecond man, with a pick, went over to talk to 
him. Finally the crowbar was again raised and 
lowered. Three stones were loosened this time. 
He of the picix, he of the shovel, he of the maul 
and he cf the broom performed their allotted 
tasks in due time. 

At the end of one hour by the clock these 
eight strong, industrious, public-spirited men 
had relaid by count just 97 paving stones. 

“They’re working harder to-day than I ever 
saw them in the three weeks they’ve been on this 
block,*’ remarked the corner grocer, as he looked 
out of the window. ‘“* You see, it’s colder, and 
they have to keep warm.” 

Two of the men were evidently not obliged to 
work to keep warm, forin the hour that the re- 
porter remained in the vicinity they never took 
their hands from their pockets except to light a 
pipe. The youngést was the laziest. He was 
not over 20, a strapping fellow, but not a stroke 
of work did he do. One good man could have 
done in half an hour what these eight men accom- 
plished inan hour. They are paid $2 fora day of 
eighthours. Everything but work was of interest 
tothem. They seemed to know by instinct when 
a female garment would come in sight, and they 
would watch it out of sight. A dog could not 
cross the street that they did not see him, 
Therefore due credit should be given the vigor- 
ous workmen for the 97 stones relaid. Had a 


_dozen more people chanced to pass along, only 


half as many would have been Jaid, 

At the Department of Public Works, when 
the matter was reported, it was said that all men 
were supposed to do an honest day’s work when 
employed on the streets. The timekeeper was 
supposed to see that the men putin full time 
and steady work, but he often had several widely 
separated gangs to lookafter. The boss paver 
was alsosupposed to see that the men did faith- 
ful work, but he, too, had a good many places to 
look after at once, and got around only occa- 
sionally. If the men were found to be working 
as reported they would be sepees. 

Residents of the neighborhood where the re- 
pairing is being done have for some time re- 
marked on the work of the men. Never more 
than one, say some, has been seen at work ata 
time. On Tuesday two men were working at 
once forthe space of half aminute. One was 
trying to lighta pipe and the other was trying to 
sit on the handle of his shovel. 

At the Department of Public Works THe 
Trwgs’s reporter called again yesterday, where 
he was told that the gang had been “* investi- 

ated,”’ but nothing had been found to bear out 

is statements. 

“We've had the timekeeper here,” it was 
stated, *‘ and he shows us that the gang has re- 
laid on an average 60 square yards of pavement 
since they began work at the river in Septem- 
ber. We sent a man up yesterday, after you 
had been there, and he found the men all work- 
ing. 

“Probably they knew the man,"’ was sug- 
gested. 

** Yes, probably; but there aretimes when only 
two men can work. There are two pavers. There 
is the rammer, (he of the maul.) and the rest dig 
out and level up the bole and put on the sand. 
Now, if they were laying a whole street, ono 
paver could lay 50square yards a day. But in 
patching, it’s different. If a hole is made and 
ready, of course there’s nothing for the others to 
do until the pavers have finished their work..’, 

“The hole yesterday,” was again suggested, 
“was about three feet square. Both pavers 
should have been at work to fill that up ?”” 

“Certainly. The rest might have nothing to 
do until that was finished.” 

“But two pavers did not work at the same 
time yesterday.” 

“Then that was wrong. We see by the report 
of the timekeeper that the men have donea good 
amount of work. We don’t see why men would 
stand around idle such a cold day as yesterday. 
We think they would have went to work to keep 
warm. We’re always glad to hear these com- 
plaints and investigate them.”’ 

‘““You must remember, too,” spoke up the chief 
of the street gangs, “that the men have to look 
out for street cars orthey’ll get their heads 
knocked off. Since June 8 the 48 gangs on the 
streets have repaired and patched up over fifty 
acres of pavement.” 

The fact remains thatduring the hour the re- 
porter watched the Tenth-street gang on Tues- 
sey not work enough was done to keep one’man 

usy. 


NEWS ‘FROM CUBA. 

Havana, Noy. 15.—Sefior Don José A. 
Cortina, director and proprietor of the Revista de’ 
Cuba and one of .the leaders of the Autonomist 
Party, died yesterday of typhoid. fever. 

El.Espafiol of Santa Clarasays: ‘“ At a meet- 
ing of hacendados owning sugar plantations in 
this Province to decide upon the best way of 
working the ensuing crop, it was resolved to pay 
the workmen $8, $10, and $15 monthly according 
to their work, in addition to their tood, and to 
reduce the pay of the employes 25 per cent. from 
the Ist of January next.

Dispatches 
from Madrid to the Diarto say: “* El Liberal 
publishes the statement that the Minister of the 
Colonies proposes to increase the ae poeeraty 
mortgages of the island of Cuba, with the ob- 
re to facilitate the payment of the amortiza- 

ion and interest and to suspend for two years 
the payment to the Banco Hispano Colonial of 
the income of the Cuban Custom Houses. The 
Deputies from the provinces interested in the 
flour industry recently called upon Sefor Cano- 
vas del Castillo, the President of the Council of 
Ministers, and protested against the injury 
which they said would be done them by the 
operation of the proposed commercial treaty 
with the United States. The Prime Minister 
demonstrated to them, however, that sacrifices 
in favor of Cuba would be necessary.”

District Attorney Olney yesterday ob- 
tained from Judge Barrett an order to show 
cause in Supreme Court, Special Term, to-day 
why the stay of proceedings in the cases of the 
notorious Frederika Mandelbaum, Julius Man- 
delbaum, and Hermann Stoude, against whom 
there are seven indictments for grand larceny 
in the second degree, with a count for receiving 
stolen goods, should not be set aside. Mr. Olney 
submitted an affidavit setting forth that the 
cases were on the calendar of the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions on Aug. 14.

why the indictment should not be removed to 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer, and in this or- 
der all proceedings on the indictments in the 
Court of General Sessions were stayed. The 
adjourned day of the motion was short- 
ened to Sept. 19, when the case was 
submitted, the District Attorney asking for 
an early decision and stating that the trial 
of the cases in the Court of General Sessions was 
set down for Sept. 22. On five aifferent occa- 
sions since then, Mr. Olney deposed, had the at- 
tention of Judge Donohue been called to this 
motion and his decision thereon requested, but 
the motion had not yet been decided, although 
about two months had elapsed since the argu- 
ment. Important witnesses for the prosecution 
had been kept in New-York, or within 
reach, at considerable inconvenience, and if 
the trial was not had soon there was 
great danger that the prosecution would 
lose the benefit of their testimony. The 
interests of the people and public justice would 
in the deponent’s judgment suffer great injury 
by the further continuance of the stay of pro- 
ceedings on the indictments, The motion of the 
defendants was made under section 344 of the 
Penal Code, providing that indictments may be 
removed from the Court of General Sessions to 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer for good cause 
shown, and the contention on behalf of the 
prosecution on the motion was that no good 
cause whatever was shown for the removal of 
the indictments, and that the application of the 
defendants was not made in good faith, but for 
the purpose of delay. 

Judge Donohue transferred the cases from the 
Court of General Sessions to the Court of Oyer 
and 'lerminer yesterday.

CHARGED WITH STEALING A BROTHER 
ACTOR’S WIFE AND TRUNK. 

Mr. W. E. Miller, an actor, residing at 
No. 87 Fourth-avenue, caused the arrest yester- 
day of an English actor named George Fox, who 
resides at No. 458 West Fifty-eightn-street, and 
has been but ashort timein this country. Fox 
Was arraigned in the Yorkville Police Court. The 
arrest grew out of trouble between Mr. Milier 
and his wife. They and their daughter. Peggy 


Miller, who appeared in “Fritz,” have act- 
ed together under Harrigan & Hart and 
various other managers. Their daughter 
died about a year ago, and Mr. Miller claims that 
his wife is insane. He had her sent to the New-

ward transferred to Bellevue and released. Re- 
cently he had her sent there again, but she was 
decided to be sane by Drs.

6 West Fifty-sixth-street, Mrs. Miller tak- 
ing with .her a trunk and a_é sewing 
machine. Miller charged Fox with the larceny 
of the trunk, but could only establish his claim 
to a small scrapbook among its contents. On 
the other hand Mrs. Miller said the trunk was 
mainly filled with her clothing, much ot which 
she had made. Mr. Miller retorted that they had 
received joint salaries, and, consequently, the 
property was penny his. The trouble 
comes, Mrs. Miller says, from the fact 
that she has some $600 in the bank, which 
Mr. Miller wants her to give him, and is_perse- 
cuting her to make her give it up. Justice 
Power, inthe Yorkville Court, deciaed that he 
had nothing to do with a question of insanity, 
which had been decided by the physicians, al- 
‘though Mr. Miller was anxious to have him read 
some rambling letters alleged to have been writ- 
ten by Mrs. Miller, and concluded that Mr. Mil- 
ler had failed to prove ownership in the trunk. 
He dismissed the case. The Miller and Fox fam-

PURELY FOR AMUSEMENT. 


THE COMMON OOUNCIL INCREASING THE 
PROVISIONAL ESTIMATES. 

The Common Council yesterday amused 
itself by increasing the provisional estimates 
agreed upon by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment by $504,662. As the estimates go 
again to the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, and as that body invariably overrides any 
excesses indulged in by the Common Council, 
the work of yesterday isasif never done. Tho 
first thing the Council did, after resolving itself 
into a Committee of the Whole, with Alderman 


O'Connor in the chair, was to put the appropria- 
tion of $1,000 for Common Council contingencies 
up to $10,000. The appropriation of $20,000 for 
clerks and officers of the Common Council was 
raised to $25,000. Alderman Fullgraff wants 
Third-avenue lighted with electric lights from 
the Harlem River to One Hundred and Sev- 
entieth-street, and $1200,00 was added to the ap- 
propriation of $680,000 for lamps and gas to ac- 
commodate him. 

Fire Commissioner Purroy, flanked by Com- 
missioners Van Cott and Croker, made a suc- 
cessful effort to have their original estimate of 
expenses restored, and $189,800 was added to the 
sum fixed upon by the Board of Estimate and 
reat eaten Four thousand nine hundred 
dollars were added to the County Clerk’s allow- 
ance, and several slight advances were made in 
salaries in the Health Department. Twenty 
thousand dollars was allowed for coal distrib- 
uted to the ovtdoor poor Instead of $10,000, and 
$492,000 was considered the right sum for repay- 
ing and paving streets and avenues. The Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment had allowed 
$542,000 for this latter purpose. 





SOLVING A MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 19.—As the result 
of an investigation by Coroner Powers, the 
mystery surrounding the death of James F. Col- 
gan, a saloon keeper at No. 1,828 South Second- 
street, who was found ina dying condition late 
on Monday evening on Vine street, below 
Fourth, was pretty well cleared up to-day. The 
police,in making inquiries yesterday, came to 
the conclusion that a quarrel between Colgan 
and his murderer bad occurred in the oyster 
saloon of Michael Gorman, No. 820 Vine-street, 
and that the assailant had followed him out and 
attacked him. Michael Gorman and Dr. Hill, 
who had been Colgan’s companions during the 
afternoon, were arrested last night and locked 
up to await the action of the Coroner to-day. 
After examining several witnesses whose testi- 
mony was very positive, the jury found that 
James Gorman, brother of the proprietor, had 
inflicted the fatal injuries, and Michael Gorman 
and Dr. Hill were discharged from custody. 
James has not yet been arrested. 





AMERICAN HUMANE ASSOOIATION. 

PrrrspuRG, Penn., Nov. 19.—The eighth 
annual convention of the American Humane 
Association met at the Monongahela House, in 
this city, at 10 o’clock this morning. Delegates 
were present from all the principal cities in the 
Union, including the President, Edwin Lee 


Brown, and John G. Shortall, of Chicago; Mar

Wheeling, and Henry Bergh, of New-York. Jo- 
seph G. Walters, of this city, delivered an aa- 
dress of welcome, and President Brown respond- 
ed, giving a detailed account of the work done 
by the association, referring particularly to the 
improvements in the transportation and tho 
care taken of stock directly caused by the work 
of the society.

POISONED WATER'S FATAL EFFECTS. 

LyNncHbuRG, Va., Nov. 19.—A tale of deep 
distress comes from Buchanan, Wise, and Dick- 
enson Counties. These counties occupy isolated 
positions on the extreme western limit of Vir- 
ginia. For a number of weeks a fatal disease has 
been prevalent there, and many deaths have oc- 
curred. The nature of the disease is as yet un- 
defined, but it is believed to arise from poisonous 
water. A drought that bas continued there for 
months has nearly dried up all the streams, 
springs, and wells, and it is supposed that the 
water left is impregnated with mineral poison. 
In some cases as many as four corpses were 
tound in a single house.

A FRAUDULENT ASSIGNMENT. 


——»——— 
QUEER FEATURES OF THE FAILURE OF 
SEIDENBACH, SCHWAB & CO, 

The assignment made by the firn. of 
Seidenbach, Schwab & Co. to William Sulzbach- 
er for the benefit of the creditors of the firm, as 
alleged, has been set aside as fraudulent by 
Judge O’Gorman, holding Superior Court, Spe- 
cial Term. The’suit in which this result has been 
reached was brought by Messrs. Stern & Myers 
on behalf of creditors whose aggregate claims 
against the firm are over $200,000. Among these 
creditors are the Lincoln National Bank, the 
Metropolitan National Bank, Low, Harriman 
& Co., Pomeroy & Plummer, and William 
H. Smith & Co. It was shown that 
within 16 days before their assignment 
members of the iirm drew $68,000 from 
it in cash and notes, and that within eight 
months prior to the announcement of their in- 
solvency they drew out altogether $84,000, all of 
which they devoted to their own use. In their 
schedules they made no attempt to account for 
this money. A son of Louis Seidenbach drew 
$8,886 from the firm in the nine months immedi- 
ately as the assignment, although he had 
only been a clerk for the firm at a salary of 
about $3,000a year. He drew $7,000 two days 
before the assignment. At the trial he said he 
had used the money in personal transactions in 
stocks. Judge O’Gorman characterizea his tes- 
timony as vague and unworthy of belief. 

A Receiver of the affairs of the firm is to be 
appointed. Assignee Sulzbacher now has in his 
custody about $100,000 in cash and a large num- 
ber of book accounts. Seidenbach, Schwab & 
Cu. were wholesale dealers in clothing, and their 
pt of business was in Grand-street. Their 
jabilities are $742,000 and their assets $283,000. 
By their assignment they preferred claims 
against them to the amount of $116,000. 


FRUIT CROPS ALONG THE HUDSON. 





FINE STRAWBERRIES AND 


NOVEMBER. 

MARLBOROUGH, N. Y., Nov. 19.—The 
present year will long be remembered by fruit 
growers on both sides of the Hudson River from 
a meteorological point of view. The freaks of 
nature in the premature ripening of fruits have 
been many, but the most unusual occurrence 50 
far reported was the gathering of ripe straw- 
berries on the Lyons fruit farm, situated about 
midway between Milton and Marlborough, on 


Saturday last. Tho berries were picked by En- 
sign Lyons, and he gathered a basketful. The 
fruit grew on vines which gave a fair crop 
in June last. The berries picked in the middle 
of November were of ordinary size and of very 
fine flavor. A like occurrence never happened 
before in the river counties. The latest of the 
late peaches matured abnormally large, and not 
a few half-bushel baskets sold as high as $10 
each in New-York. James A. Staples, of this 
town, received at the rate of $20 per bushel at 
wholesale for apartof his crop, and Wilson D. 
Mackey netted $14 per bushel for some of his 
fruit. The peach iy 2 in its entirety, however, 
was a failure. The last of the November Late 
Salways have been picked from the trees and 
shipped to market. 

During the phenomenally mild weather of the 
ast week, with heavy fogs in the early morn- 
ng, apple trees burst into blossom ina number 

of localities, and vegetation of various kinds 
which was supposed to have become Cormant in 
October has taken a new lease of life and sur- 

rised the oldest farmers and horticulturists, 
The mild, balmy weather has also made Fall 

asture good in the dairy districts, which should 
cave a tendency to make milk and butter plenti- 
fuland cheap. Old tarmers sey the mild Fall 
will be followed by a very severo Winter. 


PEACHES IN 





THE TOMB OF AN INDIAN CHIEF. 

BryeauamtTon, N. Y., Nov. 19.—Anti- 
quarians throughout this region are much inter- 
ested in the cache recently found on the farm of 
Mr. George Stowe, about two miles north of this 
city and one mile south of Port Dickinson. It is 
the tomb of an Indian chief, the skeleton of 
which is partially preserved, while the 
trinkets, consisting of arrow heads, hatchet 
heads, paint and ornaments buried with him are 


perfect and are considered very valuable speci- 
mens. The specimens, when compared with 
others, are found to be of a date prior to 
the settlement of the continent by white 
men, and belong to what is called the 
* stone age,”’ before iron or steel implements of 
peace or warfare were known in America, The 
tomb was formed of flat stones similar to the 
common field stone of to-day, and were 
very skillfully placed in position about 
this royal redskin, who -.sat in_ state, 
with his treasures all about him. He 
must have been left-handed, as all the 
articles were found on his left side and in a heap 
together. Over three quarts of flint arrow heads 
were found ina bowl or earthen vessel which 
was broken by a shovel. When Mr. Stowe dis- 
covered the value of his find he took all up with 
the greatest care, and antiquarians will now be 
given a chance for inspection only under hiseye. 





THIEVES SENT TO PRISON.

The institution hasan enviable position among 
the hospitals of New-York, and the Board of 
Managers say that steady insistence on the rule 
that ‘*the greatest charity to each individual pa- 
tient must always be paramount to every other 
consideration” has done much to achieve this 
desirable result and to secure the present unity 


and effectiveness in the hospital service. The 
total income from the endowment the past year 
was $28,645 53. ‘* With a yearly cost of $68,649 18 
to support our work on its present scale,” says 
the report, “it will be readily seen how lace, 
this endowment must be increased before it will 
even approximately support our necessary an- 
nual expenditure. The deficiency of income 
from all sources toward meeting the current ex- 
penses of the year is $10,993 53.” 

The maximum of growth in the present ac- 
commodations has been reached, and a new 
building is thoughtof. The number of patients 
in the hospital Oct. 18, 1883, was 149. There were 
admitted during the year 1,348, making the total 
number treated 1,497. Six hundred and one were 
discharged as cured, 483 as improved, and 126 as 
unimproved. One hundred and twenty-nine 
died, leaving 158 in the hospital when the report 
was made. Of the 56.691 days of hospital care 
47,090 were entirely gratuitous. The average 
cost per day per capita, including all expenses, 
was $1 21, 





THE REV. RAMSCAR CONVICTED. 

Officer Wilson, of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, on July 8 saw 
Florence Oliver and Tommy Hascomb climb 
into a wagon onthe grounds of the Home for 
Children and Seminary for Young Girls, in One 
Hundred and Fifty-third-street. The institu- 
tion is run by the Rev. William H. Ramscar. 
Wilson watched the children several hours, as 


they were driven down Second-avenue to 
Fourth-street. They slogges at a number 
of butcher shops an bakeries, and 
their baskets were filled with meat and 
bread, which they emptied into the 
wagon. Wilson_then arrested the children 
for begging and Ramscar for sending them out 
to beg.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, in this region, light rain, 
followed by clearing weather, northerly 
winds, becoming variable, a slight rise in 
temperature. 





The State Board of Canvassers will 
have before it to-day the complete state- 
ment of the vote of the State, the returns 
of New-York, Kings, and St. Lawrence 
Counties, which were lacking yesterday, 
having been forwarded during the after- 
noon by the County Clerks. The official 
determination of the vote in New- 
York County shows that most of 
the Electors on the Democratic ticket 
were ‘‘scratched” a few votes, while 
Mr. OTTENDORFER falls 67 votes behind 
the Elector who stands highest on the 
list. The average is fairly represented by 
the vote for those nine Electors who each 
received 133,223 vctes each, and the Blaine 
Electoral vote is fairly represented by 
the 90,093 votes cast for 23 of the 
Electors on that ticket. This leaves 
Gov. « CLEVELAND a plurality in the 
city of 48,130 votes. The complete can- 
vass in Kings County shows a Demo- 
cratic plurality of 15,749. The reported 
errors in the footings of the Richmond 
County returns will, at most, make but 
a trifling change in the plurality already an- 
nounced in that county. One of the returns 
shows a total of 950 votes more than the 
other, one making the total 303,567, and the 
other making it 304,517. But this, as will 
be seen, is not a total of tickets cast, but 
one 36 times larger, approximately, being 
reached by finding the total vote of 
each of the Electors on all the tickets and 
adding them together. A correction of 
the error, therefore, would diminish Mr. 
CLEVELAND’s plurality by not more than 
‘26 votes. 








The views attributed in our Kingston 
dispatch to Judge SCHOONMAKER regard- 
ing Mr. CLEVELAND’s civil service policy 
are intelligent enough to be credited to 
that gentleman. As a member of the 
Civil Service Commission of the State, 
Judge ScHOONMAKER has been familiar 
with Mr. CLEVELAND’s course and with 
his opinions, and he has found the 
Governor in full sympathy with his 
own strict fidelity to the reform. 
His estimate of Mr. CLEVELAND’s probable 
action as President is therefore of special 
walue. The Judge represents a large body 
of conservative and sensible Democrats 
who understand the political wisdom of 
adherence to the reform as clearly as they 
perceive the essential advantage to the 
‘oountry of maintaining it in its integrity. 
Land it is precisely in this class in his own 


party that Mr. CLEVELAND will find his 
strongest support. 


EN SA IE CEE 

One of the most prominent of the Blaine 
organs remarked on Tuesday morning: 
“The South elected CLEVELAND, and the 
South willeither shape his Administration 
or wreck it. Stranger things have hap- 
pened than the dissolution of the close 
political corporation of old slave States 
by a President of its own choosing.” This 
very sensible remark was a striking refuta- 
tion in advance of the furious folly of Mr. 
BLAINE’S speech the same evening. It is 
an illustration of how hard a time that 
gentleman’s supporters have had with his 
blunders, and of the amount of shrewd- 
ness which they have had to suppress in 
order not to make their candidate ridicu- 
jous. Now that he has made his final 
mistake they must feel greatly relieved. 








The Pittsburg Dispatch reports the iron 
business of that locality unaffected by the 
election and better now than it has been 
for months, and the Philadelphia Press 
quotes the statement without a tear. The 
shameless negligence of the ruin predicted 
by the Blaine organs to follow their de- 
feat is only equaled by the timidity with 
which the organs fail to assert that their 
predictions are being fulfilled. At this 
rate another four years will find the pro- 
fessional alarmist unable to scare a single 
voter. 








Admiral PorTER, in his annual report, 
feels called upon to make an explanation 
of the large expenditures of the Govern- 
ment on account of the navy. He says 
that down to 1869 large appropriations had 
to be made for debts incurred during the 
war, and that since that time the an- 
nual expenditure has been only about 
$16,000,000, which he thinks will com- 
pare favorably with the cost of 
maintenance of any other ‘‘ navy 
of importance.” The difficulty in the 
comparison is that we have not a 
navy of importance, while those with 
which the comparison must be made are 
important. The complaint is not that so 
much money has been expended since 
1869, but that there is so little to show for 
it. It has been consumed in badly di- 


rected efforts and in the jobbery of end- 


less repairs on useless vessels. To a great 


extent it has been wasted through lack of 
efficient direction and honest administra- 
tion in the Navy Department. Our utter 
lack of an efficient navy is recognized by 
Admiral PORTER himself, who makes 


some suggestions for making one which 
may be of value. 








When an officer of the army is charged 
with conduct unbecoming an officer and 
a gentleman, or with neglect of duty, it is 
generally considered the proper thing for 
him to demand a full investigation of the 
facts charged against him with a view to 
clearing his character. Probably if Gen. 
Swarm were entirely confident of his abil- 
ity to show that his financial transaction 
with BATEMAN & Co. was honorable and 
proper, and his failure to report Col. 
Morrow’s duplication of his pay account 
was not aneglect of duty, he would in- 
terpose no objection to a complete in- 
quiry into those matters. But instead of 
courting and facilitating such inquiry he 
resorts to the technical proceeding of 
having demurrers interposed in his behalf 
to each of the specifications in turn. One 
of these has been overruled, and another 
was pending when the court-martial ad- 
journed yesterday. Gen. Swarm is pretty 
sure to be tried on these charges, and his 
effort to avoid it is not calculated to create 
a favorable impression. 








MR. BLAINE’S FAREWELL - AD- 
DRESS. 
Had it been Mr. BLAINE’s purpose to 
destroy the lingering traces of the illusion, 
at one time quite general in the Republic- 
an Party, that he was a statesman, he 
could not have gone about it in asurer 
way than in his Augusta speech of Tues- 
day evening. Had he also wished, with 
his reputation as a statesman, to bury his 
much better earned fame as a politician, 
he could not have done s0 more effective- 
ly. Whether we consider his amazing 
address as the review by a public man 
with a quarter of a century’s experience 
of the most momentous political contest 
with which he has had to do, or as the 
programme of a political leader for an ulti- 
mate reversal of the result of that contest, 
it is a wonder of audacious folly and shal- 
low falsehood. Those who have opposed 
Mr. Buatne’s election hardly expected 
that from his own lips, almost before the 
verdict of the people had reached the re- 
moter regions of the Union, he would 
give them a complete and startling justifi- 
cation of their course. Nor could they 
have imagined that a candidate, whom a 
change of a few hundred votes would 
have elected, would have made haste to 
utterly break down the confidence of the 
intelligent men among his followers in 
his honesty, his common sense, and his 
political sagacity, so that the most zeal- 
ous of them would never again dare to 
bring his name before a party convention. 
It was to have been expected, and 
might have been pardoned, that Mr. 
BLAINE would seek to explain away the 
cause of his defeat, and would shrink 
from acknowledging that it was his own 
proved vices of mind and morals. Nor is 
it surprising that he should have vented 
his vulgar spite on the cities of New-York 
and Brooklyn, in which honest Republic- 
ans balked the plans he had laid to win 
by the votes of the more ignorant Demo- 
crats. , But it is incomprehensible that he 
should have presented a statement of 
the influence of the Southern States 
in the late election, and of the 
consequences of their share in the 
result, which is not only unfounded in 
fact, but which is so stale that it has long 
since become a stench in the nostrils of 
thinking people. It was just four months 
before his Augusta oration that he gave 
to the country his letter of acceptance, 
laden with phrases of honeyed sweetness 
for his beloved brethren and possible sup- 
porters of the South. Then he declared 
that ‘“‘ prejudices had yielded and were 
yielding, while a generous cordiality 
warmed the Southern and the North- 
ern heart alike.” Then he asked: 





i‘ Can any 


one doubt that be- 


tween the sections confidence and 
esteem are to-day more marked than at 
any period in the sixty years preceding the 
election of President LincoLn ?”? Then he 
assured hiscountrymen that ‘ Southern 
Commonwealths were learning to vindi- 
cate civil rightsand adapting themselves 
to the conditions of political ,tranquillity 
and industrial progress,” and he blandly 
expressed his belief that ‘‘if there were 
occasional and violent outbreaks in the 
South against this peaceful progress, the 


them as exceptional, and hopefully trusted 
that each would prove the last.” 

All this honey on the tongue of the as- 
piring candidate is turned to gall and 
wormwood by defeat. Now he speaks of 
the union of the Southern States with 
New-York, New-Jersey, Connecticut, and 
Indiana—of the voters in a Southern pop- 
ulation of 138,000,000 with the voters in a 
Northern population of nearly 9,000,000— 
as ‘‘ a great national misfortune,” as “ in- 
troducing into the Republic the rule of a 
minority.” He accuses the South of hav- 
ing ‘‘ crushed out the political power of 
more than six million American citizens” 
and of having ‘“‘ transferred it~ by vio- 
lence to others.” And he declares of 
this result that ‘‘ patriotism, self-re- 
spect, pride, protection for person and 
safety for country all cry out against it. 
The very thought of it,” he exclaims with 
simulated indignation, ‘stirs the blood of 
men who ,inherit equality from the Pil- 
grims who first stood on Plymouth Rock 
and from liberty-loving patriots who came 
to the Delaware with WILLIAM PENN.” 
Nor does he content himself with this in- 
cendiary but rather frothy denunciation. 
He seeks to “ illustrate” his meaning by 
statistic. He declares that in ‘‘ the 
eleven States that comprised the rebel 
Confederacy” ‘‘the colored population, 
almost to a man, desire to support the 
Republican Party, but by a system of 
cruel intimidation, and by violence and 
murder whenever violence and murder 
are thought necessary, they are absolutely 
deprived of all political power.” Hethen 
cites the five States of Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, Georgia, and South Caro- 
lina in comparison with Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Kansas, and California, each 


group with 48 Electoral votes, and the 
former with one-half the white popula- 
tion of the latter, and says: ‘‘The white 
men in those Southern States, by usurp- 
ing and absorbing the rights of the col- 
ored men, are exerting just double the 
political power of the white men in the 
Northern States.” 

Now, it is perfectly well known to Mr. 
BLAINE that in the eleven ex-Confederate 
States, casting 94 Electoral votes, there are 
only three—Louisiana, Mississippi, and 
South Carolina—in which the negroes are 
in a majority, so that if his assumption 
were correct that the negroes are all Re- 
publicans, they could not, had they all 
voted for him, have given him more than 
26 Electoral votes, or 10 less than New- 
York throws against him, and 4 less 
than are given against him by Indiana, 
Connecticut, and New-Jersey. He knows 
also that the majority of negroes in Louisi- 
ana was in 1880 but 29,000 in over 900,000, 
or but 3 per cent.; that the negro vote 
was divided there, and that there is not a 
particle of evidence that there was any 
intimidation, and that if he had obtained 
the votes of Mississippi and South Caro- 
lina he would still have lost the Presi- 
dency by the votes of disgusted and indig- 
nant white Republicans in the State of 
New-York. 

It is in the face of : facts like these that 
Mr. BuatIne puts forth his appeal to what 
in July he called ‘‘the spirit of barbaric 
vengeance.” Such obvious incapacity to 
understand the most conspicuous and 
most significant facts in the political sit- 
uation of his country is a conclusive 
measure of the depth of his ignorance 
as to public affairs. It is even more 
destructive of any confidence in him 
as a political leader, for it shows 
him bent above the ashes of dead 
issues, vainly trying to fan into life the 
extinct fires of sectional passion. The 
party oreven the faction that should now 
undertake to follow the lead of such a 
man could follow him only to certain, 
crushing, and humiliating defeat. The 
Republicans who have saved their party 
from the disgrace of placing him in the 
Presidency can now not only rest satisfied 
with this proof of the wisdom of their 
action, but may be thankful that he has 
of his own accord taken himself into the 
grave which, sooner or later in Ameri- 
can politics, opens for men like him. 








THE TEST OF REPUBLICANISM. 


The plan of reorganization for the Re- 
publican Party in this city which was 
adopted last year requires a re-enrollment 
each year of the Republican voters who 
are to have the privilege of acting at pri- 
mary elections. The Republican County 
Committee of this year is required to pro- 
vide for the re-enrollment of members of 
the party for the year 1885, which is to 
‘* follow the regulations” provided in the 
plan of the Committee of Eighteen. The 
principal condition therein laid down 
is that the applicant for enrollment, 
if he voted at the last election for Electors 
of President and Vice-President of the 
United States, ‘‘ must, if then professing 
to be a Republican, have acted with the 
Republican Party.” If he was then out 
of the country, not of age, not attached 
to the Republican Party, or for any reason 
not able to vote, ‘it will be sufficient 
that his present general intention is to 
act with the Republican Party at the next 
‘ensuing election.” He must furthermore 
state that he ‘‘ will not during the year 
attend or take part in the primaries or 
caucuses of any other political organiza- 
tion,” 

The question which now agitates the 
members of the County Committee is 
whether any person who did not vote for 
BLAINE and LoGaN shall be permitted to 
enroll as a Republican for the year to 
come. To exclude all persons who did 
not vote the regular party ticket at the 
last election would throw the organization 
still more completely into the hands of the 
machine element represented by such men 
as JOHNNY O'BRIEN, BARNEY BIGLIN, MIKE 
CREGAN, and Bos McCorp. That result

confidence in and respect for the 
organization, which is already low 
enough, but it would go far toward de- 
stroying the power of these men to con- 
trol and direct the party vote for their 
own purposes. Let it be understood that 
they absolutely control the organization 
for the purposes of primary party action, 
and few respectable Republicans will feel 
bound to accept the nominations of the 
machine as in any sense regular or binding. 

There were probably something like 
25,000 Republicans in the city who did 
not vote for BLAINE and LoGaN. This is 
a larger number than the entire enrolled 
membership of the party. Most, if not 
all, of these still regard themselves as Re- 
publicans, and their ‘‘ general intention” 
no doubt is to ‘‘act with the Repub- 
lican Party.” Under the regulations 
of the Committee of Eighteen a 
man who had _ voted against the 
Republican ticket at the last Presi- 
dential election could be enrolled as a Re- 
publican on his declaration of a ‘‘ general 
intention” to act with the party at the 
next ensuing election, provided he did not 
profess to be a Republican when voting 
against the ticket. It seems, therefore, 
that a Republican, however earnest, who 
could not conscientiously support the can- 
didates of the party at a particular elec- 
tion is entitled to less consideration than 
a Democrat who has made up his mind to 
abandon his party. 

It is useless to argue consistency or in- 
consistency or the rights of Republicans 
to the machine managers of this city, but 
nobody is likely to be very anxious on his 
own account about their test of party fidel- 
ity. The independents can get along with- 
out the machine, but Republicans are not 
likely to submit long to have their organi- 
zation narrowed and domineered over by 
a few ‘‘ bosses.” They are capable of form- 
ing an organization, if they choose to set 
about it, which shall secure the undoubted 
right of every Republican voter to take 
part in the primary action of the party. 
This right ought in fact to be secured 
by law. The party should be as broad 
and as free for the purposes of making 
nominations as it is for voting for candi- 
dates. If the politicians of the O’Brien 


and Spencer stripe want a compact little 


party of their own they can undoubtedly 
have it, but it will not be the Republican 
Party and will get but a small part of 
the Republican vote. It willleave about 
four-fifths of the Republicans of the city 
outside to organize for themselves, and 
they will not be long in doing it. That 
will leave the machine faction powerless 
for any purpose but a direct and open 
alliance with Tammany. : If it chooses to 
take that course, by all means let it go 
ahead. 








PROTECTION IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


Lord DUNRAVEN is one ‘of the most 
stirring and fearless of the English ad- 
vocates of ‘‘fair trade,” or, in‘ other 
words, of discriminating duties. His 
position is not unnatural. He is one of 
the noblemen whose incomes are in large 
part derived from Irish estates ,which 
have ceased to yield any income what- 
ever to their legal possessors, and who are 
in consequence all the more anxious to 
make the best of their estates in Great 
Britain. What with agitation in Ireland 
and American agricultural competition in 
England, it must be owned that such land 
owners are very ill off. Lord DUNRAVEN 
is also not afraid to speak his mind, and 
he differs from many Englishmen who 
have a secret disbelief in free trade in not 
being unwilling to avow his disbelief. In 
fact, the doctrine of free trade is held by 
a very large number of Englishmen not as 
a reasoned conviction, but as acreed im- 
posed by scientific authority, and it is not 
altogether to a man’s discredit that he re- 
fuses to worship a popular fetich. 

Lord DUNRAVEN’s letter to Mr. BRIGHT 
is only the latest of a series of steps he has 
taken in the direction of a revival of the 
corn laws. The latest before this was a 
speech in the House of Lords on his own 
motion for a committee to inquire into the 
depression of trade. His letter seems, 
from the account of it transmitted by 
cable, to be a rehash of the speech, which 
was promptly answered by Lord GREN- 
VILLE, with figures to show that Lord 
DUNRAVEN’S statement of the economic 
situation of Great Britain was erroneous, 
and that even if his diagnosis had been 
correct the remedy he proposed would be of 
no avail. When he pointed out that British 
products could not be exported except 
in return for foreign products, Lord Dun- 
RAVEN interposed a declaration that ‘‘ he 
did not wish to reduce imports,” to which 
Lord GRENVILLE promptly retorted: ‘‘ No, 
the noble lord only wishes to pay more for 
them.” Apart from the merits of the 
question, it is plain that Lord DUNRAVEN 
is likely to be a disputant troublesome to 
his own side. In his letter to Mr. BRIGHT 
he asserts that wages have risen more in 
America than in England, and in the same 
breath deplores the emigration of English 
laborers to America, a movement which 
certainly tends much more powerfully to 
the equalization of wages than all the 
protective legislation which Lord Dun- 
RAVEN would like to see enacted. 

Even though he be not much of an 
economist, however, Lord DUNRAVEN 
does not lack shrewdness as a politician. 
There is undoubtedly a very strong feel- 
ing in the agricultural parts of England 
for legislation which shall diminish the 
pressure of American competition in the 
food supply, and this legislation could 
take no other form than that of a revival 
of the corn laws. Of course there can be 
no doubt how the struggle would end. 
The manufacturing population was too 
strong for the landholders and the farmers 
a generation ago, when the corn laws were 
repealed, and its relative importance has 
been steadily increasing ever since. But 
although the revival of the corn laws is 
out of the question, the agitation of the 
revival may be a very good card for the 
Conservatives to play in the agricultural 
districts. The Conservative victory in 
Warwickshire was equally surprising to 
both parties, and there is no doubt in 
either that it is to be attributed to the 
dissatisfaction of the farmers with the 
state of their industries, The more 
unscrupulous Conservatives, like Lord 


would not only still further decrease the. RANDOLPH . CHURCHILL, heve - prompt- 


ely taken advantage of this discon- 
tent, and propose, as an American 
politician would say, to work the issue 
for all it is worth. It seems that Lord 
DUNRAVEN is to be added to the list of 
these politicians, unless it be charitably 
assumed that he has faith in the efficacy 
of the dose which the other doctors pre- 
scribe merely because they think it will 
please the patient. With the Franchise 
and the Redistribution bill out of the way, 
the Conservatives are likely to give Mr. 
GLADSTONE a great deal of trouble, be- 
tween the agricultural distress and the 
Egyptian question, 








THE FORGED RETURNS. 


In considering whether the editor of the 
Tribune is criminally liable for the per- 
sistently untrue representations of his 
paper, continued for a week after the 
election, it is to be borne in mind that the 
untruths were beyond all question willful. 
There is no question of an honest mistake. 
As a former editor of the Tribune would 
have remarked, the Tribune meant to lie, 
and it lied, and it knew it lied. We 
showed a day or two after election, by an 
analysis of the Tribune's alleged table 
of county majorities, the overwhelm- 
ing probability that the Tribune had 
in its possession virtually the same 
figures which were published in THE 
TIMES and other newspapers. The evi- 
dence consisted in the roundness of the 
numbers added by the Tribune to the real 
pluralities for BLAINE. There were five 
instances of this, varying from 10 to 100 
in the number added—altogether too many 
to be accounted for on any theory of 
misinformation or clerical errors. Be- 
sides these additions the vote of one 
county was reversed so as to make the 
Blaine plurality 596 instead of 569, and 
the plurality of CLEVELAND was cut down 
some 200 in New-York arbitrarily and 
without the pretext of any evidence. Nay, 
it actually gave tables showing a plurality 
for CLEVELAND which it so footed up as to 
show a plurality for BLAINE. 

However large an allowance ons may 
be willing to make for the Tribune 
on the score of incapacity, that allow- 
ance cannot be made to cover such 
things as these. The Tribune set itself to 


work to deceive its readers about the re- 
sult of the election, and did deceive such 
of them as had no other souree of infor- 
mation. The offense of willfully garbling 
the returns is abundantly proved. The 
only question left is whether this praceed- 
ing comes within the letter, as without 


any doubt it comes within the spirit, of 
the statute prescribing penalties for the 
circulation of false news. 








THE MASTODON INDUSTRY. 

The announcement that the bones of an- 
other new mastodon have just been struck 
in a well-known Massachusetts mastodon 
mine, and that the vein is to be rapidly 
worked until the entire skeleton is brought 
to the surface, will be received by the pub- 
lic with very little interest. 

The mastodon industry has unquestion- 
ably been overstimulated. The tariff which 
taxes foreign mastodons—including the 
mammoths produced by convict labor in 
the Siberian mines—-$80 per bone and 200 
per cent. ad valorem, is virtually pro- 
hibitory. This tax is, of course, laid upon 
manufactured mastodons, but the tax on 
crude bones is proportionately high. The 
result is that foreign skeletons are kept 
out of the country, except when a Van- 
derbilt or a Gould, who cares nothing 
for expense, imports a mastodon as 
alawn ornament. Meanwhile, American 
mastodon miners, having a monopoly of 
the home market, have been opening new 
mines and reopening old ones all over the 
country. Last year the net product of the 
mastodon industry in this country was 
fully 800,000 tons of bones, of 2,000 pounds 
to the ton. The price of a whole masto- 
don, which four years ago was about 
$4,500, has fallen to $350 for the best 
quality and $300 for the coarser quality, 
suited for Western universities. The mine 
owners have now on the dump fully 150,- 
000 long tons of mastodon, and it is be- 
lieved that the Winter schedule of prices 
to be agreed upon by the mine owners 
will show a reduction of prices . below 
those of last year. 

The mastodon miners were assured by 
Mr. Buarne during the late campaign 
that in case the Democratic Party should 
come into power the duty on foreign mas- 
todons, crude and manufactured, would 
be removed and the American mastodon 
industry destroyed. Now, in point of 
fact, tosuch a degree has the mastodon 
industry been overstimulated by excessive 
protection that American mastodons are 
now cheaper than the foreign product. A 
good, serviceable article of Siberian mam- 
moth could not be laid down in this city 
for less,than $400 were the tariff to be 
wholly abolished. Hence our mastodon 
miners have nothing to fear from foreign 
competition. Free trade coulddo them no 
injury, and, on the contrary, they have 
to thank protection for the fact that they 
are now hardly paying their expenses. 

It is very evident that the overproduc- 
tion of mastodons in this country must be 
stopped unless the whole business of min- 
ing and manufacturing mastodons is to 
be ruined. No new mines should be 
opened, and those already in operation 
should either be closed altogether for a 
period of six months at least, or should be 
worked on half time. If the latter course 
is adopted the production of mastodons 
will, of course, be decreased one-half, and 
arise of prices may be fairly anticipated. 
To continue to flood the market with 
double the quantity of mastodons for 
which there is any demand is folly, and 
will bring about a state of things precisely 
like that which prostrated the petroleum 
industry a few years ago. 

Of course if the mastodon miines are 
closed or worked on half time the 
Tribune will promptly exclaim, ‘We 
told you so,” and will assert that the Cob- 
den Club and the supporters of CLEVE- 
LAND are responsible for this melancholy 
result. Itis needless to say that this as- 
sertion will be a false one. Not one per- 
son in ten wants a mastodon, yet, in spite 
of this fact, the mines have latterly been 
producing about 21-2 mastodons yearly 
for every man, woman, and child in the 











United States, So unhealthy a state of 








things cannot continue, and for its exist- 
ence overprotection and not a fear of 
tariff reform is responsible.

A Grand Jury has indicted Sunuivan 
and GREENFIELD for trifling with Judge 
BaRRETT and converting a sparring exhi- 
bition into a prize fight. SuLutvan, it is 
to be presumed, is indicted for having hit 
GREENFIELD a blow from. ten to fifteen 
pounds more brutal and degrading than 
the amenities of a sparring exhibition 
would bear. As for GREENFIELD, we fail 
to see for what he is indictable, under the 
decision of Judge BARRETT. He danced 
about SULLIVAN in a sportive and scientific 
manner, and occasionally succeeded in 
‘‘landing” on the salient angles of Sur- 
LIVAN, but it does not appear that he 
hit SULLIVAN harder than he gave Judge 
BARRETT to understand that he would do. 
Although he once or twice fell upon SuL- 
LIVAN’s neck, it does not appear that 
SULLIVAN was injured by this process, 
which indeed in Scripture always denotes 
affection. It may be that GREENFIELD, as 
well as Judge BARRETT, was deceived by 
the fair promises of SULLIVAN, and in that 
case GREENFIELD is the more to be pitied 
of the two, since Judge BARRETT has no 
‘* mouse” under his eye to show as a token 
of SULLIVAN’s perfidy. Being whipped 
under false pretenses is an offense for 
which it will be difficult to procure a 
conviction. 











GENERAL NOTES. 


The statue of the late Hon. George 
Brown in Toronto, Canada, is to be unveiled on 
Tuesday, 25th inst. 

Only about adozen of the Representa- 
tives elected to the Legislature of Minnesota, 
the St. Paul Pioneer Press says, have ever been 
members of the House before. 


The drivers of herdics in Boston who 
hire their coaches from a company, threatened 
tostrike if their demand for lower rentals was 
not complied with, and the owmers have yielded. 


The total valuation of the State of Col- 
orado for taxation purposes is $115,675,015, an 
increase of $4,915,259 over last year, anda gain 
of $11,234,332 over 1882. The total tax levied is 
$640,875. 

The Hon. Robert R. Bishop, Chairman 
of the Massachusetts State Civil Service Com- 
mission, has resigned because of ill-health, and 
has been succeeded by Charles W. Clifford, of 
New-Bedford. 


The estate of the late Charles James 
Faulkner is valued at $200,000 or more. His will 
has been admitted to probate in Martinsburg, 
West Va. His widow remains in possession of 
bis house, known as “* Boydville,”’ and receives 
bonds valued at $100,000, The house is entailed, 
so as to pass to one of the sons of Judge, J. 
Faulkner, he being at liberty to make the choice 
of the heir. The ex-Minister's valuable law and 
miscellaneous library is bequeathed to the town 
of Martinsburg, if it provides within three years 
a suitable repository for it, and the will sets 
apart $1,000 to aid the town in so doing. 


Mr. Frank B. Arnold, the newly elected 
member of Assembly for the Second District of 
Otsego County, and who is named as a candidate 
for Speaker, has carried his own town—Una- 
dilla—by remarkable majorities in late years. 
The town is normally Democratic by about 100 
majority, but Mr. Arnold has carried it for five 
successive years as the Republican candidate 
for Supervisor. His majority has never been 
less than 75 ard has been as high as 250. At the 
late election for member of Assembly it was 200, 
his vote being 459 and his opponent’s 259. Mr. 
Arnold's profession is the law. He is a graduate 
of Hamilton College and isa man in middle hte. 


The New-Orleans Picayune says: ** The 
ladies of the Southern Art Union propose adding 
to the social brilliancy of the Winter’s season by 
giving a series of grand balls, after the style of 
the celebrated society or charity balls of New- 
York and Philadelphia. The ladies of the Art 
Union are eminently qualified for suchan under- 
taking, and whatever they may do in the way of 
charity balls is sure to receive the sanction and 
patronage of the best social circles. The first 
ball of that series is to be given early in the 
season, so as to catch the charming costumes of 
the ladies in all their crisp freshness, and the 
date, very shortly to be announced, will cer- 
tainly be early in December.” 


The Hon. Daniel Smith, who was elect- 
ed to the Senate of Alabama from the 
Mobile district on a Citizens’ Independent 
ticket, has been admitted to the Dem- 
ocratic caucus by the casting vote of the presid- 
ing officer, and the Mobile Register, a Demo- 
cratic paper, commends the decision as a wise 
one. The Register says: ** The half of the Dem- 
ocratic Senators in their votes against his ad- 
mission have sufficiently rebuked independent- 
ism, and the rebuke is likely to have a whole- 
some effect, but the circumstances in Mobile 
were altogether of such a nature that a large 
majority of good Democrats over the State 
must approve the result of the caucus.”

HOW ENTHUSIASTIC BLAINE GIRLS CELE 
BRATED A SUPPOSED VICTORY. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Nov. 19.—The banners of 
Cleveland and Hendricks and Blaine and Logan 
are still flaunted along the corridors of Vassar 
College,and as it had been reported that be- 
cause of the onsiaught of the Cleveland girls 
upon the Blaine and Logan girls one evening be- 
fore election, the college authorities had refused 
to allow the Cleveland girls to celebrate their 
victory. A reporter had an interview with 
Treasurer Dean upon the subject. “1 hadn't 
heard that the Cleveland girls wanted to cele- 
brate,” said Mr. Dean.’ “I certainly havn't 


heard that they have asked of cither President 
Cauldwell or the lady Principal permission to 
do so.” 

It is certain, however, that the girls of the col- 
lege have had a great. time over politics. Before 
election they se.med to be a!l politicians. One 
night, about a week before the election, they 
determined to huve an election among them- 
selves, and nearly all took part. ‘he majority 
for Blaine was large, and included every one of 
the Professors and teachers, who also voted. 
After the vote the Blaine party determined to 
have a parade, so they brought out their candleg 
from their rooms and formed a toreb-light pro- 
cession which marched through the corridors of 
the college cheering for Biaine and Logan, 
Some of the Cleveland girls attacked the proces- 
sion as it moved along, throwing water on some 
of the girls when there was ascrimmage, and 
during it Cleveland and Blaine banners were 
both torn down. 

Next day being election day, Blaine and Logan 
badges, red, white,and blue neckties, ana rib- 
bons, and miniature flags were plenty, and inthe 
evening there was as much eagerness to learn the 
result at Vassar as in any city in the United 
States. During the evening the Senior class 
oe ub another parade, only as the lady Principal 

ad torbidden any more carrying of candles, tne 
girls took umbrellas, and with them outspread, 
and with each bearing the word “ Blaine” in 
large white letters, they marched through the 
college and shouted and cheered to their hearts’ 
content.

MR. PALMPER’S RIGHTS PROTECTED. 

Boston, Nov. 19.—The action of Mr. Ale 
bert A. Palmer, of the Madison-Square Theatre, 
for an injunction to restrain Richard M. Field, of 
the Boston Museum, from producing “ The Pri- 
vate Secretary” has been decided in favor of Mr. 
Palmer by Judge Colt, of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court. Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer, of New- 
York City, and Augustus Russ, of Boston, ap- 
peared forthe plaintiff. S.J. Elder, of Boston, 
represented the defendant. 

Mr. Palmer claimed that ‘‘Nunky ” at the Bos- 
ton museum was a piracy uponthe * The Private 
Secretary.” Thedefendant’s first ojection was 
that Mr. Palmer hid not shown that Mr. Hawitry 
was the author of “The Private Secretary.” 
The testimony of Mr. Palmer on that point was 
his affidavit, the affidavit of Mr. French, and the 
assignment of the play to French by Hawtry. 
Mr. French swore that Hawtry was the author, 
and was recognized in England as the author. 
Another point raised by the defendant was that 
Hawtry had lost his common law rights of pro- 
tection in this country by reason of the fact 
that the play had been presented in England, 
which was equal to a publication in that 
country of the work. The court said that by 
this fact Mr. Hawtry did not forfeit any com- 
mon right which this country afforded him. 
Whatever action Hawtry took with the English 
public could not interfere with his rights here, 
and was no forfeiture of his rights and protec- 
tion in America. Mr. Hawtry had done nothing 
in Engiand or in this country which destroyed 
his common rights according to American law. 

“These are the two legal questions which the 
defendant argues against this motion,” said 
Judge Colt, ** but I must say that. to my mind, 
there isa clear case made out for the plaintiff. 
I am, therefore, clearly convinced that the pre- 
liminary injunction should be granted. The 
motion is granted as prayed for in the bill.”

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC, 


OPERA AT THE METROPOLITAN. 

Beethoven's ‘Fidelio’ was sung at the 
Metropolitan Opera House last evening in pres- 
ence of an audience that almost filled the 
house. But for the stormy weather the attend- 
ance would undoubtedly have been as numerous 
as on the opening night of the season. The cain 
and wind, happily. exercised no adverse infiu- 
ence upon the disposition of the spectators, 
and the representation passed off amid demon- 
strations at least as enthusiastic as were 
elicited by the most impressive incidents of 
Monday’s verformance. ‘“ Fidelio,” although 
known toall lovers of music, and even to the 
miscellaneous amusement seeker through its 
four overtures and the heroine’s grand air, is, 
however, seldom performed. Its infrequent 
production is to be ascribed partly to the 
serious cast of the work, and partly to the 
difficulty of securing artists equal to its 
demands. “ Fidelio,” Beethoven’s only opera, 
was first brought forth in 1805. It did not meet 
with marked favor, and was withdrawn from 
the public gaze for a number of years. Later 
on it was revived with better results, and, at the 
present writing, is part of the regular répertoire 
of most opera houses in Germany. It 
is an essentially German opera, as distinct- 
ly national as “Die Zauberfloete” and 
“Der Freyschuetz.” Its stery is simple—so 
simpie, indeed, as to give but smali play to the 
dramatic action which is absolutely essential to 
what is considered an interesting libretto. The 
devotion of Leonore to her husband, Florestan, is 
the pivot upon which the plot turns, and the 
librettist has made no attempt to supply the 
composer with any other theme than is of- 
fered by the spectacle of conjugal love 


and fidelity. Whether Beethoven, whose genius 
soared far above theatrical exigencies, would 
have treated a stage drama in accordance with 
its requirements as to contrasts, progress, and 
climaxes is a question that will never be an- 
swered. The music he has writtento “ Fidelio” 
can searcely be regarded as operatic music; it 
is instrumental music, more or less adapted 
to the voice, but instrumental music ot the 
most touching, grandest, and beautiful descrip- 
tion. Aside from the overtures, the two best 
known of which are dramas in themselves, the 
score of * Fidejio” abounds in lovely numbers. 
Commencing with the tuneful quartet, * Mir 
ist so wunderbar,” the listener comes upon 
Leonora’s grand air “ Abscheulicher!” with its 
brief but stirring final allegro, the highly ex- 
pressive prisoner’s chorus, Florestan’s fine air in 
his cell, the duet between Rocco and Fidelio 
whiie the jailor and his aid dig the 
prisoner’s grave. and Florestan’s touching 
measures, *“‘Euch werde Lobn,” not to name 
half a dozen numbers of minor importance, all 
of which are penetrated with the same deep 
feelipz and bear, as to form, the same masterly 
impress. “ Fidelio” is not, indeed, a work to be 
listened to in the intervals of the conversation 
often carried on in an opera box, but a life- 
drama to be felt, through a reverent attention 
which must, in due course, be followed by emo- 
tion and such tribute of tears or plaudits as the 
hearer’s temperament may compel him to pay. 
The representation last evening was, as noted 
already, completely successtul. Friulein Amalia 
Brandt, a mezzo-soprano and contralto, who has 
Jong been a favorite with audiences in Germany, 
effected ber first appearance as_ Leonora, 
and wrought an immediate and decisive 
impression. Her voice is brilliant and 
powerful, her method eclectic, by which we 
would imply that she has the vigorous 
enunciation and accent of the German school of 
song, and no little of the fluency and taste of the 
Italian, and as an actress she is intelligent, 
impassioned, and forceful. Three recalls fol- 
lowed her rendering of ‘* Abscheulicher,” the 
quartet “Mir ist so wunderbar’ having 
previously been repeated, thanks principally to 
her sbare of the work; her duet in the prison 
scene was finely expressive, and her acting 
throughout the opera is to be referred to as of 
the very highest order as regards feeling and 
a command of facial expression and gesture. 
Few operatic artists succeed 50 well 
in “ filling the stage’ as this skilled songstress. 
Frau Krause’s Marzelline was an excellent per- 
formance, and particularly interesting as show- 
ing her versatility, the lady having personated 
Elisabeth in ** Tannhiiuser’ on Monday. Herr 
Schott as Florestan was in much better 
form than on the occasion of his début. 
That he is an artist of experience, 
and the very reverse of a mere vocalist, was al- 
ready perceptible on Monday, but§ overexertion 
told so severely upon his voice that judgment 
upon his merits had to be suspended. Last night 
he was heard to much greater advantage, 
and he sang Florestan’s music in the sec- 
ond act with infinite pathos and con- 
siderable charm. The chances that Herr 
Schott will prove a valuable member of Dr. 
Damrosch’s forces are undoubtedly much 
brighter than they were two days ago. 
Herr Robinson, who was so cordially re- 
ceived on Monday, personated Pizarro, and 
did all that could be done with that thankless 
character, whose single air is so overwhelmed by 
the orchestral accompaniment that no singer in 
the memory of man has managed to make its 
measures audible. Herr Staudigl was seen as 
Don Fernando, but the rdle 1s s0 unimportant 
that another opportunity must be awaited be- 
fore speaking of the newcomer’s voice and tal- 
ent. err Miller was an efficient Rocco, the 
chorus was numerically strong and reasonably 
well drilled, and Dr. Damrosch’s orchestra was 
perfect. 


PHILHARMONIC MATINEES. 

The first of aseries of orchestral matinées 
—if that term can be applied with propriety to 
performances commencing at 3:50 o’clock in the 
afternoon—was given by the Philharmonic So- 
ciety of Brooklyn yesterday at the Brooklyn 
Academy of Music. The programme occupied 
one hour and a half. and the selec- 
tions were considerably lighter than the 
numbers usually supplied in the miscellaneous 
concerts in which the Philharmonic bands of 
New-York and Brooklyn take!part. The com- 
parative lightness of the compositions chosen for 
interpretation is rather a subject of congratula- 
tion than of regret. As a rule, orchestral con- 
cert programmes arranged for New-York and 
Brooklyn are altogether too weighty, and while 
it may fairly be questioned if a large propor- 
tion of the regular attendants at Philharmonic 
and symphony concerts really devote their un- 
divided attention to the music performed there, 
and while it is still more doubtful if many of the 
persons who hear the music understand much of 
it after they nave done so, it may at least be 
emg that standard and intelligible works 

ave a better chance of being listened to and ap- 
oes than achievements that weary alike the 

rain and the senses. Nine pieces made up the bill 
of yesterday’s entertainment. First came the 
polonaise from Meyerbeer's ** Struensee,” which 
was not particularly effective, for its interpreta- 
tion was deficient in accent and brilliancy. Then 
followed a spirited rendering of Weber’s 
“Oberon” overture, and next to this came a 
fine interpretation of the largo from Haydn's 
Bymphony in G, No. i383, and a delight- 
fully delicate and piquant reading of the suc- 
ceeding finale, as right and gossipy as 
a concerted piece from a Rossinian opera. 
Dvorak’s **Slavonic Dances,” which were aft- 
erward executed, never impressed us very pro- 
toundly. Brahms has iabored in the same field 
to better purpose than Dvorak, in respect of 
both themes and instrumentation. Nor does 
Rubinstein’s * Triumphal March” strike one 
as being notably effective. A large portion 
of it partakes of the character of a lament 
rather than a pan, and the victorious outburst 
with which it is brought to a close, is literally 
full of sound and fury, signifying nothing. A 
nocturne and tarantelle, from an Italian suite 
by Raff, were performed directly afterward. 
Although the nocturne is quite wanting in the 
ingenious instrumental combinations which 
proved so pleasing in “*Im Walde,” and is wd no 
means conspicuous for originality of thought, it 
is grateful to the ear through the fluency and 
sensuous sweetness of its harmonies. The tar- 
antellaisa poor bit of conventional work. The 
concert came to a termination with two familiar 
excerpts from Wagner's legacy—the “Siegfried 
Idyl,” concerning which one always feels tempt- 
ed to exclaim, ‘“* More matter and less art,’ and 
the powerfully rhythmical and sonorous “ Hul- 
digung’s Marsch.” 


UNION-SQUARE THEATRE. 

A play in five acts, neatly constructed, 
and rich in strong situations, was presented for 
the first time at the Union-Square Theatre last 
evening under the cumbersome title of ** Duprez 
& Son, Bankers and Brokers.” This piece, 
which is adapted from Adolph d’Ennery’s 
“L’Aveugle,” has a clear and reasonable 
story, and introduces a number of interest- 
ing characters. It is excellently adapted 
to display the ability of the actors concerned in 
its representation, and Miss Maude Harrison 
and Mr. Stoddart particularly distinguished 
themselves in parts very unlike those in which 
they have recently been seen, while the whole 
performance was smooth and decidedly effect- 
ive. The story of the play concerns the fort- 
unes of Albert Morel, the natural son of 
Duprez, a banker of Lyons. He has been 
a painter, but on the death of his mother enters, 
in obedience to her last request, the employ- 


ment of the banker, not knowing, however, his 
relationship to Duprez. The old man, whose 
lawful son isa conscienceless rascal, recognizes 
the manly character of Albert, discloses to him 
the secret of his origin, and makes known 
his intention to make Albert a partner in 
the firm. But at that moment the young 
man’s troubles begin. The banker has been roh- 

d, and there seems to be convincing proof that 
Albert is thethief. His father casts him adrift 
and he begins life anew asanartist. Fortune 


smiles upon him for a time; he marries, and 
through the benevolence of a friend rather than 
his own fame his pictures find a market. Then 
he is stricken blind, and his misfortunes 
multiply, until by the aid of a wealthy 
and crotchety physician his honesty is 
proved and he is_ reunited to _ his 
father. This, of course, isa mere sketch of the 
play, designed to show its purpose rather than 
to divulge its plot. The play,as we have inti- 
mated, is coherent and strong, and much of the 
dialogue shows the work of a keenand experi- 
enced playwright, for it is forcible and 
clear cut if not always brilhant. Mr. 
Barnes, in the character of Albert 
Morel, finds the first opportunity afforded 
him, since he joined the Union-square company, 
to exhibit his power in expressing the emotions. 
His performance fast night was manly, vigor- 
ous, and telling. Theactor’s manner was a tritle 
too heavy in the earlier scenes, and the fresh- 
ness and ingenuousness of youth were lacking; 
but in the later portions of the play his 
work was altogether acceptable. Miss Jewett 
as Louise, Morel’s wife, had a conventional 
character, one of the variety which has become 
associated with her name during her connection 
with this theatre, and it is needless to say that 
her efforts did not lack appreciation. Mr. Par- 
selle presented a fine embodiment of austere old 
age, Mr. Whiting bore the thankless part of 
the rascally son with all the dignity 
that the character permits, and Mrs. 
Phillips contributed an’ agreeable sketch of 
a faithful old servant. But Miss Harrison and 
Mr. Stoddart, as has already been said, were in- 
trusted with the two most interesting characters, 
and were botn signally successful. Mr. Stoddart 
has rarely of late vears given better proof 
of his ability asa delineator of eccentric types 
than as Dr. d’Arcy, the hunchbacked, wealthy, 
affectionate, and droll physician, at once the 
marplot and the good genius of the drama, while 
Miss Harrison, whom chance has identified with 
soubrette parts, touchingly portrayed the sor- 
rows of Elaine Ferrand, a young woman whose 
story resembles that of her namesake in Tenny- 
son’s poem. Mr. Marston’s scenery, as tasteful, 
elaborate, and ingenious as usual, provides a 
suitable setting for the play, which was warmly 
received by the audience last evening.

ARE CANNED GOODS POISONOUS ? 


THE DOCTORS BY NO MEANS SATISFIED 
THAT SUCH IS THE CASE. 

A paper read before the Medico-Legal 
Society, of this city, some weeks ago by Dr. 
Johnson, of Brooklyn, upon “Poisoning by 
Canned Goods” attracted the attention of Dr. 
Thomas Stevenson, of London, Government An- 
alyst, and he wrote a short monograph on the 
same subject and sent it to the society. It was 
read at a meeting of thesociety in Hamilton 
Hall, Columbia College, last evening by Dr. J. A. 
Irwin. Dr. Stevenson says that no positive case 
of acute metal poisoning by canned goods is 
known in London. It is reasonably certain that 
where persons have been poisoned by eating 
canned meats, the meat itself was tainted before 
canned. 

In February ‘last, the doctor continues, there 
were in Glasgow several cases of poisoning from 
tinned provisions. The symptoms were those of 
gastro-enetritis. An analysis showed salts of tin 
present, but it could not be proved that the ill- 
ness was due to the tin. That canned goods 
usually contained traces of tin has been shown 
by several British chemists, and it is a well es- 
tablished fact. That such ,provisions do not 
usually produce any serious results isa matter 
of common experience. 

“TIT am not prepared to say,’’ remarked Dr. 
Stevenson in closing, ** that tin compounds are 
inert, but evidence is wanting to show that. the 
daily injections of fractions of a grain of tin 
compounds is manifestly injurious to health.” 

Dr. Irwin followed with a short paper ot his 
own on the same subject. It appeared to him, 
he said, that before the question of the danger 
to health from using canned goods could be de- 
termined it was necessary to settle two ques- 
tions: First, Are the canned goods now in the 
market contaminated at all; by tin? If so is the 
contamination of a nature likely to endanger 
the public health? The first question must be 
settled by the analytical chemist. Dr. Steven- 
son’s paper showed that while foods in tin 
usually take up salts of tin, they are not usually 
injurious. An eminent authority had said the 
public had not the faintest cause for alarm on 
the subject. Certain salts of tin are never 
used except for artistic and commercial 
purposes. Chloride of zinc is a_ highly 
poisonous substance, and never given in- 
ternally. Salts of tin are unquestionably cor- 
rosive irritant poisons. Yet not acase of fatal 
poisoning from meats in which they had been 
detected had been recorded. 

Dr. Irwin agreed with Dr. Stevenson that meat 
of an inferior quality or tainted 1s often canned. 
As to the length of time which provisions can be 
kept in tin there was no exact knowledge. He 
had eaten canned fruits in Patagonia which had 
crossed the equator twice, and which had cer- 
tainly been in cans for a year. Personally he 
had never suffered from such food. He believed, 
however, that food long canned becomes aetri- 
mental, and could see no objection to a law 
compelling manufacturers to stamp cans with 
the date of sealing. 





A NOVEMBER SNOWSTORM. 

Port Jervis, N. Y., Nov. 19.—Snow be- 
gan falling shortly before midnight last night, 
and this morning there were two inches on the 
ground and snow was still falling. It has now 
changed to sleet. At Monticello there are four 
inches, and along the Erie Railway westward 
there is a much greater quantity, say, from six 
to ten inches. 

MARLBOROUGH, N. Y., Nov. 19.—Three 
inches of snow fell inthe Hudson Valley last 
night andthis morning. In the Catskills there 
are heavy drifts. This afternoon rain, hail, and 
sleet fell.

THE MEXICAN DEBT. 

City oF MeExico, Nov. 19, via Galves- 
ton.—The bill for the conversion of the English 
debt was not discussed in Congress this after- 
noon.

Press to-day that in whatever way the question 
of the debt might be decided, public 
order would be _ preserved, and _ that 
he would answer with his life for the security of 
the lives and property of Mexicans and foreign- 
ers. He says there is not even the germof a 
revolution in Mexico. “It is true,” he contin- 
ued, “*that a portion of the people oppose the 
conversion of the English debt, but they gre 
united on other questions. The people are excited 
and are expressing their opinions freely, and the 
disorderly classes are taking advantage of this 
to attempt to create local disturbances, but 
nothing serious has occurred. The same things 
occur in other countries, and a few days after 
the question has been decided in one way or the 
otber everything will be tranquil.

WILLIAM ANSON WOOD. 

William Anson Wood, founder of the 
William Anson Wood Reaping and Mower Com- 
pany, of Youngstown, Ohio, and a brother of 
the Hon. Walter A. Wooa, of Hoosick Falls, and 
of Eliphalet Wood, of Irvington, N. Y., died at 
Templeton, Mass., on Tuesday, in the seventy- 
second year of hisage. Mr. Wood had been de- 
clining in health for two years. His life was 
one of unremitting industry and devotion to 


mechanical invention, and he accomplished 
much in the line of improving mowing and 
reaping machines. His name may be Sustly 
classed with the long list of American inventors 
who have so largely added to the renown of this 
country. For 15 years Mr. Wood was associated 
with his brother Walter, whose agricultural im- 
plements have a world-wide celebrity. William 
retired from his brother’s business in 1871 and 
started a new company at Albany in 1874under 
the auspices of the late Hon. James S. Thayer, 
which company came to grief, leaving Mr.

Mr. Wood was well and favor- 
ably known in Albany and Rensselaer Countie 

having always taken an active part in politica 
affairs, formerly with the old Whig Party, and 
since with the Democratic Party. He was 
unanimously nominated for Congress by the 
Democrats in opposition to his brother Walter 
in 1878, but magnanimously declined to run in 
opposition to his brother. He leaves a widow, 
one son, and one daughter. His genial nature 
and obliging manners endeared him to many 
friends who will deeply mourn his loss.

THE NATIONAL BASEBALL LEAGUE REJECTS 
SHAW’S PETITION. , 

The annual meeting of the National 
League of Baseball Clubs was held inthe Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel yesterday. Every one of the 
eight clubs was represented, and for hours the 
baseball kings sipped their apollinaris and ad- 
dopted rules for the welfare of their association. 
The delegates present were John B. Day and W. 
8. Appleton, representing the New-York club, 
A. H. Soden and A. W. Conant, of Boston; A. G. 


Spaulding and J. A. Brown, of Chicago; age f 
- Root and J. E. Allen, of Providence; W. G. 

Thompson, of Detroit; George W. Howe, of 

Cleveland, and A. J. Reach, of Philadelphia. 

The meeting was called to order at noon, with 
President A. G. Mills in the Chair. The first 
work of importance transacted was the presen- 
tation of the championship to the Prcevidence 
Club. Then Secretary Young was appointed for 
another year. An application was received from 
F. L. Shaw and several other players, who have 
broken their contracts, for reinstatement. Shaw, 
it will be remembered, was engaged as pitcher 
for the Detroit Club, and left that organization 
to join the Union nine of Boston. Action was 
taken at once on the matter. Nearly all the 
delegates present appeared determined to make 
an example of the deserters, and the plea of 
Shaw was ignored. Then the rollowing pream- 
and resolution was passed in relation to con- 
tract breaking: 

Whereas, F. L. Shaw and several other players who 
have been disqualitied for deserting League clubs 
have applied for reinstatement so that they may be 
— eligible to engage with national agreement clubs, 


an 

Whereas, This League will never consent to the re- 
instatement of any player who has deserted or may 
hereafter desert any club, identified with this league, 
Therefore be it 

Resolved, That the said applications are denied. 


Section 64 of the playing rules was so amended 
that in case aclub forfeits a game by reason of 
a violation of a playing rule, the clubat fault 
incurs a penalty of $300. The ‘tie’ games here- 
after are to be included in the players’ averages, 
and the official scorers of the clubs will be noti- 
fied to forward the same to the Secretary. 

At the eveniug session the question of over- 
hand pitching agitated the minds of the dele- 
gates. The majority seemed to be in favor of 
compelling ponerse to lower the arm to the 
shoulder. This, however, was opposed by the 
delegate from Providence. They were fearful 
that this would impair the effectiveness of their 
crack pitcher, Radbourne, and fought stubborn- 
ly against it. President Mills supported the 
gentlemen from Rhode Island and made a long 
speech in favor of the present style. His words 
failed to meet with !theapproval of the assem- 
blage, and in the absence of Mayor Thompson, of 
Detroit, no vote was taken on the question. 
This will be brought up at the meeting to-day 
and the chances are the old style will be adopted. 





GUARDING AGAINS1 CHOLERA. 
BuEnNos AyYREs, Nov. 19, via Galveston.— 
The Italian steamer Perseo arrived here yester- 
day, having been refused admittance into the 
port of Montevideo. The Government transport 
Villarino on‘sigchting the steamer signaled to her 
to stop, and she was ordered to leave Argentine 


waters immediately, notwithstanding the pro- 
test of the Captain that he was in want of 
coal. The Villarino was 10 miles from land 
when she signaled the vessel. Nothing fur- 
ther is known of the cholera-infected steamer 
Matteo Bruzzo. It is said that 50 deaths from 
cholera had occurred on board the vessel. The 
Government of Brazil refused to allow her 
passengers to disembark on the Island Desserta. 
The Perseo was supplied with all she required, 
and she anchored 25 milesfrom port. The autbor- 
ities of the Argentine Republic have opened the 
ports, from yesterday, for arrivals from Genoa 
and Marseilles, but only for vessels which sailed 
yesterday from the ports mentioned. The steam- 
ers en route have put back to their points of de- 
parture and will sail again for this port. 





THE FAT STOCK SHOW. 

CurcaGco, Nov. 19.—An air of sadness per- 
vades the National Fat Stock Show this morn- 
ing. There is not exactly ‘*‘ one vacant chair,” 
but there are30 vacant stalls, which cast a gloom 
over the place and exert a perceptible saddening 
influence over the cattle who survived the 
wholesale slaughter of yesterday. Over each of 
the troughs where those 30 beautiful heads were 
seen yesterday morning one may now see two 
beautiful horns, with just enough skull bone to 
hold them together, the gory reminder of tho 
departed steer. To compensate for all this car- 
nage one may see hanging in the north end of 
the show 30 carcases of beef, 13 carcases of 
hogs, and 8 carcases of sheep, constituting as 
good judges say, the finest exhibit of butchers’ 
meat ever got together in this world. The prizes 
on the dressed meats will be awarded to-morrow. 





WAS IT A MASTODON? 

WoRCESTER, Mass., Nov. 19.—Worcester 
scientists are taking great interest in the dis- 
covery of the mastodon's teeth and bones in 
Shrewsbury, and efforts are being made to have 
the ground thoroughly explored under the direc. 
tion of the Natural History Society. The result 
of to-day’s research seems to justify the belief 
that the remains are those of the mastodon gi- 
gantzus or Ohioticus of the post pliocene 
period. How the animal camein this part of 
the country is beyond conjecture, for no re- 
mains of the sort have ever been tound in New- 
England before. The teeth will be taken to 
Prof. Agassiz, at Boston, to-morrow, and his 
written report is likely to cast further light 
upon the identity of the monster. 





A STEAMBOAT BLOWN UP.

THE HORRORS OF WITCHCRAFT. 


AN INTERESTING PAPER BEFORE THE NEW- 
ENGLAND SOCIETY OF BROOKLYN. 

Witchcraft was made unusually interest- 
ing to a large audience of ladies and gentlemen 
by the Rev. John W. Chadwick, last evening. in 
the Art Rooms on Montague-street, Brooklyn, 
where the New-England Society, of that city, 
held its fifth public meeting. Inintroducing the 
speaker, Mr. John Winslow, the President of the 
society, mentioned a membership of 500 and a 
treasury containing $11,500 as marks of the pros- 
perity of the society. 

Among the many causes which led to the 
Salem witchcraft, in 1692, the Rev. Mr. Chadwick 
mentioned the superstition of the times, the 
doctrines taught, the lonely situation of the 
place, with its gloomy, unexplored surround- 
ings, the animosities which arose from conflict- 


ing claims, parish bickerings, oppressive taxes, 
and innumerable quarrels which died out and 
were brought to life again by witchcraft. He 
traced its beginning from a separation from the 
mother church, which was permitted for con- 
venience sake, and the dissensions that arose 
until the Rey. Samuel Paris brought to a criti- 
cal oint the bitterness which had been 
growing during the terms of his three 
redecessors in the new church. The 
wo Indian servants of this minister were the 
teachers of the *‘ ten afflicted children,” of whom 
only three were children, who met at his house 
at first to have a good time in testing necroman- 
tic arts, which in time worked on their imagina- 
tions until they would utter incoherent sounds 
and fallupon the ground writhing in agonies. 
Then the doctors gravely pronounced them be- 
witched, asthey now attribute to malaria dis- 
eases they cannot understand. These children 
were exhibited free of charge: they walked 
through the village or burst out in church 
with some remarkable cry. And _ finally, 
when asked who were influencing them, the 
pointed out the supposed witches, like Sara 
Good ana Sarah Osborne. The accused grew in 
number. Paris was zealousin his denunciation 
of witchcraft, his enemies became the enemies 
ot the ‘afflicted children,” and family quarrels 
all produced their victims. The Boston Judges 
arrived and were convinced, the belief spread 
and was accepted everywhere, and executions 
followed each other until the death of a 
woman like Rebecca Nurse and of a man 
with the excellent character of Giles Corey, 
and the courage of a few men from Andover 
checked the horrible wave until May, 1693, when 
persons accused of witchcraft were dis- 
charged. Treating the subject generally, the 
speaker said that the belief in witchcraft was one 
of the most universal traits of the human mind, 
It was prevalent among the Greeks, Romans, 
Jews, and early Christians. In Germany during 
the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries 100,000 per- 
sons were executed in 100 years for witchcraft. 
At Toulouse, in France, 400 died at a single exe- 
cution, in Geneva 500 in three months, and one 
Judge boasted that he had condemned 800 per- 
sons for the same cause. Luther condemned 
witches, and so did John Wesley among the 
Methodists in the eighteenth century. Every 
witch executed at Salem was executed under a 
law of JamesI. Supported by bpd opinion, 
yd the traditions of the past, and openly by men 
like Cotton Mather, and men with the truthful- 
ness of disposition, the vigor of intellect, and 
the penetrating judgment of Matthew Hale, it 
was a wonder, the speaker thought, that Salem 
witchcraft did so little harm. ‘* Viewed in this 
light,” he concluded, “there is nothing in all 
this to make us think less reverently of the Pu- 
ritan fathers.” 

After this Prof. R. Raymond gave two pleas- 
ant readings, “*The Witch’s Daughter” and the 
‘“*Parson’s Housekeeper,” both illustrative of 
early New-England life. Then folding doors were 
thrown open disclosing along table of refresh- 
ments, where the members rounded off the even- 
ing by attention to pleasure not so strictly in- 
tellectual.

A fire in the three-story building No. 202 
State-stréet, Boston, last night caused consider- 
able damage. The fire was confined to the sec- 
ond and third floors, occupied for storage pur- 
poses by Witham & Co., produce dealers, and by 
W.F.& F. L. Thayer, agents of the Washburn 
Flour Mills, of Minneapolis. The first floor was 
occupied by Witham & Co., and their stock is 
badly soaked, as are 500 barrels of apples in the 
basement, belonging to McIntosh & Co. The 
building 1s owned by the Shimmin heirs. The 
loss has not yet been ascertained. 


Toisnott, N. C., a village on the Wilming- 
ton and Weldon Railroad, was destroyed by fire 
yesterday. Loss $25,000. The store and goods of 
P. J. Turnbull, W. B. & James,Sellers, the drug 
store of J. A. Barnes, Kellebren’s eating saloon, 
the stores of W.M. & J. T. Wells, and of Mrs. N. 
C. Hower & Co., and of J. B. Williams & Co., 
and some smaller buildings wereconsumed. The 
fire swept awuy every business house east of the 
railroad, and is ascribed toan incendiary. There 
was no insurance whatever. 


The Universalist church at Norwood, 
Mass., with the adjoining horse sheds, was 
burned yesterday. othing was saved from the 
building. The church had not been used since 
Sunday and there were no fires in the building. 
The structure was valued at about $20,000; was 
insured for between $12,000 and $15,000. 1t was 
of wood, with a seating capacity of 450, and was 
built about 20 years ago.

Forest fires are burning in Greenville

CATTLEMEN'S CONVENTION. 

Sr. Louis, Nov. 19.—At the. opening of 
the third day’s session of the National Cattle- 
men’s Convention at 10:30 o’clock this morning, 
Gen. Bersbie, Chairman of the Committee on 
Credentials, presented a report embodying 1,180 
names of accredited members of the convention.

AFFAIRS OF THE RAILROADS. 
EAST-BOUND PASSENGER RATES. 


FORFEIT $100 FOR EVERY CUT. 7 
CuicaGo, Nov. 19.—The General Passen- 
ger Agents of the Eastern roads met here to-aay 
to see what could be done about arranging east- 
bound passenger rates. Mr, Lord, of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, said that his road was not 
disposed to cut rates if some agreement 
could be entered into thet would hold the 


other roads. It was finally decided to have 
Joint Agent Moore draw up an iron-clad agree- 
ment to sustain rates, under which each road 
should forfeit $100 for each cut made, every 
road to deposit a guarantee fund of $500. This 
agreement will be presented at a meeting to be 
held on Saturday. f the passenger agents 
adopt it it will be submitted to the General 
Managers, and if they signitall of the roads 
will adopt the rezular tariff rates. 

The only change in west-bound passenger 
rates since yesterday is a further cut of 50 cents 
in the rate to St. Louis. Brokers are selling 
first-class tickets to St. Louis to-day at $2 50, but 
over their counters the roads maintain the same 
rates that have prevailed since those to Missouri 
River points dropped to $1 both ways. There is 
no change in rates east from St. Louis, but the 
opinion is ventured by scalpers that they will be 
soon made the same both ways. 


The round trip ticket between New-York 
and Chicago, which was $20 over the Erie, 
West Shore and Lackawanna Roads, and $21 over 
the New-York Central, was taken off yesterday. 
This will enable the east-bound rates from Chi- 
cago to be kept at tariff, less the local reduction 
by the New-York Central and West Shore. The 
action was the result of the meeting of the Gen- 
— Passenger Agents of the trunk lines Tues- 

ay. 

The brokers were selling tickets yesterday to 
Chicago freely at $8 50,and sales were reported 
at $8. The brokers’ rates to Detroit were $6, 
against a tariff of $15; to Cleveland $6, against 

13; to Cincinnati $9, against $16 50, and to St. 

Louis $11 25, against $22 25. The brokers’ rate 
to Buffalo was $3, but it was scaled down to $2. 
A Chicago ticket was used to Buffalo with a re- 
bate on it. Anything under $2 was spoken of as 
a “flyer.” In other words, it was a rate given 
for a purpose, and not for the simple sake of 
obtaining a passenger. The West Shore an- 
nounced that it would make the rate tne same as 
any rate known to exist, and began selling tick- 
ets to Buffalo at $2 50 straight, without the ne- 
cessity of paying more and receiving a rebate. 
The rate from Chicago to Missouri River points 
on a rebate ticket is $1. Thus a passenger can

ROCHESTER AND PITTSBURG. 

Walston H. Brown, President of the 
Rochester and Pittsburg Railroad Company, has 
issued a circular to the stockholders asking them 
to come forward and subscribe for their propor- 
tionate share of the stock of the new company, 
under the recently adopted plan of reorganiza- 
tion. The amount of new stock offered for sub- 
scription is $5,000,000 of preferred and $5,000,000 
ofcommon. ‘This is offered in blocks consisting 
of one share of preferred and one share of com- 
mon stock, for $60a block. Mr. Brown makes 
the following explanation: 

A person who holds 100 shares of stock in the present 
company will receive 25 shares of the new common 
stock without assessment. ‘hen he will be entitled to 
subscribe for 25 blocks, each block comprising one 
share of new preferred and one share of new common 
stock. This will give him 50 snares of common stock 
out of $10,000,000, which represents the same interest 
in the property as 100 shares did out of a capital of 
#20.000,000. Besides this he will be the owner of 23 
shares of preferred stock, costing him 60 per cent. 

he amount already subscribed to the new 
stock, it isstated, exceeds three fifths of the 
amvuunt required to carry the plan into effect. 
The proceeds of the subscription, the circular 
says, would, in addition to paying off the second 
mortgage and the floating debt, give the railroad 
company the ability to advance to the coal 
company the money required to erect about 300 
more coke ovens. In case the subscription to 
the new stock is not all taken by Dec. 1, all sub- 
scriptions become void, and the proposed plan of 
reorganization falls to the ground. The dispute 
between the Erie Railway and the Rochester and 
Pittsburg Road has not yet been settled, but 
President King, of the Erie, has promised to 
give his attention to the matter as soon as he 
can fina the time to do so.

THE FIGHTERS INDICTED 


AN UNPLEASANT SURPRISE .FOR 
SULLIVAN AND GREENFIELD, 
THEY FALL INTO THE HANDS OF THE 
GRAND JURY AND ARE HELD FOR 

TRIAL BY RECORDER SMYTH. 

Long before either John L. Sullivan, the 
redoubtable champion “slugger,” or Alfred 
Greenfield, his British antagonist, came to the 
Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday morn- 
ing there gathered inthe court room and the 
neighborhood of the building a great crowd of 
frowsy-looking roughs. They swarmed into the 
court room, occupied all the seats, thronged the 
aisles and corridors, and overflowed into the 
street. When Sullivan arrived shortly after 9 
o'clock he was cheered by his partisans. He 
was accompanied by his friend and backer, 
Patrick Sheedy. He was looking none the worse 
for his recent battle with the Englishman. Capt. 
Williams and Detective James K. Price, the lat- 
ter carrying the blood-stained gloves which the 
fighters had used on the previous evening,were 
in court awaiting the opening of the proceedings. 
Greenfield was accompanied by Harry Hill, 
Richard K. Fox, and William E. Harding. The 
Englishman blushed like a schoolboy, and was 
as awkward and embarrassed in his manner, as 
he made his way into the examination room. 
The only sign of the contest which he bore was 
a cut over the left eye. The examination room 
was pretty well crowded by the favored “ sports” 
who had been permitted to pass the gate and 
to invade the inner circle of the court room. 
Among them were William Bennett, the Sixth- 


avenue liquor dealer, who was the bondsman for 
Sullivan when arrested on Tuesday night; Al 
Smith, Frank Stevenson, ** Ed’ Mallahan, “* Pat- 
sy” Shepard, * Shorty” McCabe, James Wakely, 
known as “ Brooklyn Jim;” ‘ Nobby” Clark, 
Arthur Chambers, “ Billy” and Warwick Ed- 
wards, Johnny Flood, * Tom” Early, of. Boston; 
* Jimmy” Patterson, and John Scannell. i 

While waiting for the proceedings to begin 
Sullivan gave vent to his feelings and unbos- 
omed to the reporters. “If they’re going to ar- 
rest a man every time he spars,” he said, ** it’s 
the last time they'll catch me in this snap. I'll 
give you ail a straight tip on that. They’ve 
sent all over the world for some one to whip me, 
but they ain’t been able to find any one yet. 
They can’t do it, yousee. Now, let me say right 
here, I’li do no more fighting with’my fists. Sup- 

ose I should fight 20 battles and win all but the 

ast one, you see I’d lose whatever fame I’d 
gained before. IfI cet out of this box I'll look 
well around me before I again appear at the 
Madison-Square Garden. I think that the po- 
lice interference was unwarranted. They made 
an unjustifiable arrest. NO man was ever 
knocked out at the Madison-Square Garden. I 
didn’t intend knocking any body out last even- 
ing,and there was no harm intended to any 
” 

When Greenfield was asked his opinion about 
the affair he blushed and stammered and _finally 
blurted out: ** Ho, Sullivan isa big man. Ho, ’ees 
agood’un. I was’oping they'd a let us ’ave the 
four rounds hout. I’m going to stay ‘ere for 
three months, but hi think the laws ’ere are too 
strict. Sullivan, hi think, lost his temper in the 
second round last night. Sullivanisa sprightly 
man for his size and he’s not to be sneezed at, 
but bi’m sorry the haffair couldn’t ha been 
finished.” : 

Meanwhile Superintendent Walling was clos- 
eted with Johnny McGowan, Judge O’Reilly’s 
clerk, and the result of the conference was an 
affidavit drawn by the clerk and sworn to by the 
Superintendent, charging Sullivan and Green- 
fieid with misdemeanor in violating section 458 
of the Penal Code by engaging, on Tuesday 
evening, in Madison-Square Garden, in a prize 
fight which tended _to a breach of the peace. 
The section of the Code referred to provides as 
follows: ** A person who within this State en- 
gages in, instigates, aids, encourages, or does 
any act to further a contention or fight without 
weapons between two or more persons, ora fight 
commonly calied a ring or prize fight, either 
within or without the _ State, * * * is 
guilty of misdemeanor.” The punishment for 
the same is imprisonment not exceeding two 


ars, 

When all the papers were made out Sullivan 
and Greentield were calied from the examina- 
tion room and were urraigned before Justice 
O'Reilly, who presided in the main court room. 
On one side were Superintendent Walling, Capt. 
Williams, and Detective Price, and Assistant 
District Attorney Gove, who appeared on 
behalf of the people. Beside the accused was 
tueir counsel, Col. Spencer. The friends of 
the prisoners filled up the space between the 
railing and the magistrate’s desk. The roughs 
in the main body of the court room craned for- 
ward to listen to the proceedings. The af- 
fidavit of Superintendent Walling was 
handed to the counsel for the defense, 
who, after glancing over it, said: “On 
behaif of my clients l ask for an examination.” 
Assistant District Attorney Gove said that if 
there was to be an examination he would be 
compelled to ask tor an adjournment to give the 
people time to procure the attendance of neces- 
sary witnesses. Col]. Spencer said: ** Both these 
gentlemen want to leave the city, and ought not 
to be delayed. The District Attorney has as- 
sumed the responsibility of these arrests, and the 
¢"?} should be prepared to go on at once, 

demand an immediate examination.” Mr. 
Gove insisted upon an adjournment, and Jus- 
tice O’Reilly adjourned the hearing until 

in the afternoon. The magis- 
that he would require $300 
bail from each of the accused to appear 
at the examination. William Bennett, a sixth- 
avenue liquor dealer, gave bail for Sullivan and 
Richard K. Fox became surety for Greenfield. 
When Sullivan was called to sign the bond he 
remarked to Clerk McGowan, “ I don’t want any 
more of this busitess. I'd rather get away and 
attend to my liquor business.” After signing 
the bonds the pugilists left the court room and 
their friends and admirers followedthem. No 
less than a thousand persons had assembled out- 
side the Court House watching for their appear- 
ance. Sullivan went out of the side door, but 
was quickly recognized and was cheered by his 
friends. Greenfield passed out almost without 
recognition. 

At 2 o’clock the accused and their counsel 
Were promptly on band, and the room was again 
crowded with about the same gathering which 
had assembled during the morning session. 
Assistant District Atturney Gove did not ap- 
pear, but in his stead were Detective Sergeants 
Philip Reilly and Jacob Voa Gerichten, who are 
attached to the oflice of the District Attorney. 
The presence of these officers gave rise to the 
surmise that the accused bad been indicted by 
the Grand Jury, which surmise proved cor- 
rect. This news both surprise and dis- 
heartened the pugilists and their friends. 
When Justice O’Keilly arrived Detective 
Sergeant Reilly handed him a note from 
District Attorney Olney, in which that official 
wrote: “The Grand Jury bas taken the case of 
Sullivan and Greenfield. It will be therefore 
unnecessary forme to further trouble you in 
the matter.”’ This was a complete surprise to 
the magistrate. Assoonas he took his seat at 
the desk in the examination room Col. Spencer 
arose andsaid: “I appear for both these de- 
fendants. They appeared this morning ready 
and anxious for an examination, At the re- 


quest of Assistant District Attorney Gove and 


Superintendent Walling an adjournment was 
granted to give them time to procure wit- 
nesses for the prosecution. I supposed that 
the apphecation for adjournment was made in 
good faith, and upon that representation it was 
obtained from your Honor. While the case was 
still pending before you and under cover of the 
adjournment these people have, as I understand 
it, gone before the Grand Jury, who were not 
probably aware that the case was pending in this 
court, and. had my clients indicted. I say that 
this was in exceeding bad faith and in disrespect 
of your Honor. Now I say if anybody here 
present has a bench warrant for these mep let 
them come forward and .show it, and we are 
Det? to go before Recorder Smyth and give 
ali. 

Detective Sergeant Reilly at this challenge 

resented a bench warrant for the two fighters. 

ustice O’Reilly then had the note from the Dis- 
trict Attorney read, and said that the action of 
the Grand Jury bad superseded any action that 
he might take in the case, and the matter was 
virtually out of his hands. The accused would 
therefore be surrendered into the custody of the 
officers who had the bench warrant. Sullivan 
and Greenfield were then placed under arrest 
and marched off to the District Attorney's office, 
accompanied by their counsel and friends. Rich- 
ard K. Fox and William E. Harding came into 
court after the proceedings had ended and hur- 
ried down to the District Attorney’s office. 

Shortly ufter 3 o’clock Detective Reilly alight- 
ed from a carriage at the District Attorney's 
office with the successful knocker-out. Patsy 
Sheppard, Richard K. Fox. and William Bennett 
were also in the party. Detective Vcn Gerichten 
had Greenfield in tow in his carriage, and Pat 
Sheedy and Nobby Clark kept them company. 
Half a dozen other carriages were soon emptied 
of their contents, and several hundred persons 
made a vigorous break for the Court of General 

ions, where the prisoners were arraigned be- 
fore Recorder Smyth. Superintendent Wal- 
lin had been before the Grand Jury, 
and indictments were quickly found against 
Sullivan and Greenfield, charging them with 
“the crime of engaging in a contention and 
fight without weapons between each other.” 
When the fighters were brought before the bar 
the charge was read tc them. and Col. Spencer 
immediately said that his clients pleaded ** not 
guilty,” and asked that they be admitted to bail, 
which they were ready to furnish. Co). Spencer 
said that $500 bail had been given Tuesday night 
after the arrest, and $300 yesterday for exam- 
ination in the afternoon, and any reasonable 
amount would then be givenin addition. As- 
sistant District Attorney Gove said the charge 
was a misdemeanor,and only enough bail was 
wanted to secure the attendance of the prisoners 
when they were wanted for trial. He thought 
$1,000 would be sufficient to hold them. 

Col. Spencer said that sum would be furnished, 
and the sooner the trial came of the better. The 
Colonel then offered Harry Hillas security. Re- 
corder Smyth, however, said the question of bail 

ing that must be settled by the Dis- 
trict Attorney. The crowd then adjourned to 
the District Attorney’s office, filling the halls 
and anteroom to Mr. Olney and Secretary 
Penny’s council chambers. An animated Gis- 
cussion ensued as to the proper bondsmen, 
in which Col. pencer was almost as 
conspicuous as the District Attorney. Mr. 
Olney declined to accept Richard K. Fox,

that they were sporting men. The bondsman in 
the sum of $1,000 for each prisoner finally ac- 
cepted was William Beneke, a shoemaker, of 
Beneke Brothers, Nos. 199 and 201 Canal-street. 
Harry Hill and Richard K. Fox guaranteed 
Beneke that he would not lose hismoney. The 
ey ee and their respective admirers then left 
he building in a body. 





THE NEW CREMATORY TEMPLE. 


THE CORNERSTONE LAID AND THE BUILD- 
ING TO BE READY IN FEBRUARY. 

Thirty men and two women climbed the 
muddy slopes of Mount Olivet, Long Island, yes- 
terday, to lay the cornerstone of the new crema- 
tory temple. The structure was already finished 
to the ground level. The pouring rain drove the 
little crowd to the shelter of the nearest hotel, 
where gentlemen prominently connected with 
the enterprise did what talking was necessary 
before the stone was laid. J. D. Bengless, Presi- 
dent of the United States Cremation Company, 
symbolized the work of blasting the rough stone 
from the quarries and hewing it into finished 
shape, with the hard work and faitnful labor 
which had been necessary to establish the enter- 
prise. He gavea brief record of the work al- 
ready done, and took a very hopeful outlook for 
the future. In a year from now, he expected 
that the crematory would be taxed to its fullest 
resources. Mr. Bengless spoke of the economy 
and healthiness of cremation, as compared with 
the expense and loathsome danger of interment 
in the earth. 

Prof. Feiix Adler, one of the Directors in the 
new company, spoke first of the sanitary bene- 
fits of incineration. Every time he went to the 
cemetery, he said, he was more and more im- 
pressed with the loathsome uuhealthiness and 
decay consequent upon earth burial. It was pro- 
ductive of disease and pestilence. Prof. Adler 
thought that poetic cme a had munch to do 
with the tenacity with which men clung to the 
custom of putting their dead into the ground, 
Poets and singers referred to the grave asan 
abode of rest, a bed of final repose, a place of 
shelter, thus throwing a false glamour over the 
hideous reality. Nowadays, he said, an @&s- 
thetic sense revolted against earth burial. 
Our bodies are the garments of intelligence, 
the homes of the _ spirt, and should 
not be permitted to gradually putrefy. Speak- 
ing of the expressed fear that people might be 
cremated when life was in the body, he advised 
that an autopsy be held before incineration to 
satisfy doubting lawyers and physicians. For 
his part he had rather die under the knife than 
awaken under ground, 

Taking a moral view of cremation, Prof. Adler 
thought it would be well to have the ashes of 
departed ones before us in churches, either in 
niches along the walls or in a receptacle behind 
the altar ** to remind us of the trusts we have in- 
herited from past generations.”” Cremation 
would do away with all the gloomy blackness of 
the pall which now surrounds death. The Rev. Dr. 
Howard Henderson, of Jersey City, also spoke in 
favor of discontinuing earth burials and sub- 
stituting incineration. 

After the speechmaking the cremationists 
went out into the rain again and puta parcel of 
pavers intoa block of marble taken from the 
old St. Nicholas Hotel. It contained city news- 
papers, a certificate of incorporation of the so- 
ciety in English and German, a few coins,a 
statement of finances, and a half-dozen pam- 
phiets and papers in favor of urn burial. 

With good luck the company expects to cre- 
mate its first body next February in the largest 
retort in America. It is improved in many re- 
spects over the Le Moyne furnace in Pennsylva- 
nia. Twenty dead bodies are now awaiting its 
completion to be reduced to ashes. The cost of 
cremation in each case will ‘be from $10 to $25. 
The cost of the building will be about $1,900. 
The land cost $2,800. 

The edifice is designed as a modified Grecian 
temple of brick and marble, 40 by 72 feet. The 
basement will contain, in the rear, the furnace, 
which will be constructed chiefly of fire brick, 
and will be adapted to coke, with a regenerator. 
The incinerating chambers will consist of re- 
torts, which will exclude ali fuel and flame from 
contact with the body and from which the vola- 
tile products of the incineration will be carried 
into the furnace for recombustion. Incineration 
will take place at a temperature of about 2,500° 
Fahrenheit. It will require about 40 minutes 

er hundred pounds of the subject, and will 

eave about 4 per cent. in weight of a pure pearly 

ash. Nosmoke will be visible and no odor per- 
ceptible during incineration. The basement 
willalso contain a refrigidarium, where bodies 
may be kept when desired awaiting the 
arrival of friends from a_ distance; also 
a calidarium for cases of possibly suspended ani- 
mation, the high temperature of which will in- 
duce speedy evidences of life or death, as the 
case may be. There will be, also, in the base- 
ment an cdicularium, or urn room, and an 
atelier. This last will be used, also, for making 
autopsies, which will be required in all cases 
wherein it is not clear that death is the result of 
natural causes. 

The body of the building, or the ground floor, 
will be fitted up asa chapel, where any service 
desired may be held. In the central aisie of this 
chapel, directly in front of the lectern, will bea 
permanent catafalque, within which the body 
will be placed and hidden from view by a pall 
falling from a frame above. Thence the body 
will descend by an elevator to the incinerating 
room, and the service and the incineration will 
proceed simultaneously. The office and recep- 
tion rooms will be on the main floor, in front of 
on auditorium and on either side of the vesti- 
bule.

Urell was for Cleveland and 
Burns for Blaine, and a dispute arose between 
them, each claiming the election of his candi- 
date. Urell went outside, he says, and Burns 
followed him and attacked him, knocking him 
down. As he fell, continued Urell, he was kicked 
on the forehead by Burns, who broke his nose 
and cut his head badly. When he got up his 
trousers were cut open and $28—the rest of the 
original $30—were gone. Urell’s head had to be 
sewed up and he has heen in bed from his in- 
juries ever since. On Tuesday Burns was arrest- 
ed in Harry Hill’s. The case came up for ex- 
amination at the Tombs Police Court yesterday. 
A certificate from Dr, Feney, of No. 248 Mott- 
street, was given to Justice Duffy, which stated 
that Urell was unable to leave his bed, but was 
not seriously hurt. Burns denied the charge 
and was allowed to go on $500 bail. Urell says 
that he has five or six witnesses of the assault. 





A CAP THAT WILL SHINE FOREVER. 

Arrangements have been made for the 
exhibition here next week of the huge metal 
cap which will be placed on top of the Washing- 
ton Monument at the national capital. This 
cap, which has been manufactured at Philadel- 
phia by order of the Government, is of the hith- 
erto rure metal aluminium, and weighs only 
117% ounces, It will be burnished, and as the 
metal does not corrode by exposure to the 
elements, it will, when in position, shine like 
polished silver forever.

INTERESTING SESSION OF THE STATE MED- 
ICAL ASSOCIATION. 

At the morning session of the State Med- 
ical Association yesterday Dr. Gouley submitted 
@ resolution to empower the Council to secure 
permanent headquarters for the association in 
this city. He said that offers of medical books 
comprising the latest publications had been re- 
ceived from nearly every State, which, with pri- 
vate contributions already assured, would fur- 
nish the nucleus for a tine medical library, the 
advantages of which could be enjoyed by mem- 
bers of the association. The establishment of 
such a “home” would, moreover, serve to deep- 
en the interest of members in the affairs of the 
association,and would furnish physicians coming 
from out of town with a place where they could 
meet their city brethren for social or other pur- 
poses. He had no doubt that ina few years 
small quarters would not be adequate to the 
needs of the association, but he believed in a 
modest beginning, and said he had reason to 
think that quarters sufficient for present uses 
could be had without expense. The resolution 
was adopted. 

Another proposition was submitted as the re- 
sult of the experiences of this meeting. At each 
afternoon and evening session eight or ten pa- 

ers have been read, while in very few of them 

ave more than a portion of the audiences been 
specially interested. The reading has taken so 
much time that 1t has been necessary to restrict 
the writers to a set time aliowance. This cuts 
off opportunity for discussion on any paper, 
and no matter how deeply interested a physi- 
cian may be in a subject he must be content 
with hearing the essayist and with no further 
enlightenment, unless chance should favor him 
in subsequent private inquiry. 

Dr. Gouley’s idea is that the association be 
divided into sections, which shail be tormed 
with reference to special departments of med- 
ical and surgical practice. Separate rooms shall 
be assigned to the different sections at each 
meeting. Thesection on surgery will hear papers 
on that subject and that only. Discussion 
will be invited on each paper. Notice will be 
given to specialists of the subject to be treated. 
Any one interested in that branch may attend 
the meeting, and no paper will be dismissed until 
discussion shall have been exhausted on it. 
Other departments of practice will have similar 
facilities, and the meetings will thus be- 
come ot positive advantage to every one. It is 
intended that the section gatherings shall take 
place while the regular general meeting is in 
progress, the morning sessions of the general 
meeting being thus confined in the main to 
routine business. A part of the genera! business, 
however, will be the reading of special papers 
by the Chairman of the various sections, em- 
bodying the results of discussion at the section 
meetings. In this way the full meeting will get 
the benefit of conclusions in the specialties 
without having to listen to piecemeal produc- 
tions, which now are not wholly satisfactory to 
any one. % 

This proposition was discussed approvingly by 
a large number of those who heard it. Dr. Darwin 
Colvin, of Wayne County, voiced the opinion of 
the meeting when he said nothing could be 
clearer than thatif interest in the association 
were to be kept at its present fervor section 
divisions would become a necessity. In the 17 
years tbat he had belonged to the State society 
he had never attended a meeting that was so 
large or so interesting as this. He was disposed 
to make due allowance for the pride of mem- 
bers that led them to make a signal success 
of the association's first meeting, but he 
was confident that the movement. had 
started in the right way toward surpassing in 
importance and value anything of the kind in 
existence. Yet, while believing in going ahead 
with the organization as fast as possible, he 
thought that it would be wise to let the section 
project mature during the coming year. This 
view was finally sustained by the meeting. 

At the morning session Dr. T. Gaillard Thomas, 
of this city, read a paper on obstetrics and gyn- 
ecology, in which he reviewed this branch of 
practice for 50 years past, traced its develop- 
ment and forecast its drift. Hesaid all the in- 
dications were that within 50 years it would be 
transferred from the domain of medicine to that 
of operative surgery.

NOT TO BE CONTROLLED BY THE COURTS 

On the application of J. M. Horton, R. 
F. Stevens, and others, dealers in milk and cream, 
the State Railroad Commissioners began an in- 


quiry to determine whether the Erie Railway 
Company burdened trade by charging 45 centsa 
can for the transportation of cream or milk, 
when, as the petitioners asserted, it could trans- 
ort it for 20 cents a ean, and by refusing to de- 
iver the fluid at a freight station in this city, 
instead of Jersey City. The Commissioners were 
met at the outset of their inquiry by the objec- 
tion, made on behalf of the railway company, 
that any action by them would be in violation 
ot United States law, inasmuch as it would be 
an attempt to regulate inter-State commerce. 
This objection appearing good to a majority of 
the Commissioners, and the further fact that a 
legislative committee had investigated the mat- 
ter having been ascertained, the inquiry was 


stopped 
J, M. Horton then applied to Judge Bartlett. 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, for a mandamus 
to compel the Commissioners to resume the in- 
vestigation and prosecute it to its legitimate 
‘end. Thisapplication was denied yesterday,Judge 
Bartlett saying, after reciting the law !govern- 
ing the Commissioners: ** I do not think the duty 
of examination thus imposed upon the board 
confers upon any person a clear legal right, 
such as is enforcible by mandamus, to haye 
the Railroad Commissioners make any 
articular examination of any _particu- 
ar question at any particniar’§ time. 
They may lawfully refuse to make an examina- 
tion intoa given subject (other than an acci- 
dent) on the ground that they have become fully 
and sufficiently informed in regard to it already; 
and that is what they appear to have done in 
the present case. In creating the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, which is a new institu. 
tion in this State, the Legislature seems to have 
purposely invested it with wide discretion as to 
all matters of investigation. That discretion is 
not to be controlled by the courts. If it is exer- 
cised wrongfully or improvidentiy the remedy 
is in the hands of the Legislature.”’ 
a
